Cervantes Scores 
In Uruguayan Derby 


The Congreve Line Again 


R10 DE JANEIRO, October 18 

HIS week Uruguayan racing deserves the first 

place in my notes. Its Derby was run on Oc- 
tober 13, and here goes a report on that race 
which was less rich than the Argentine Derby 
but in fact a very important event, especially be- 
cause the best Uruguayan horses frequently are 
equal, and sometimes superior, to the Argentine 
ones. 

On October 13, at Maronas, the Gran Premio 
Nacional (Uruguayan Derby), over 2,500 meters 
(about 1 9/16 miles) was presented with a field 
of nine, only one filly being a starter. Four colts 
were regarded as having the best chance of be- 
coming the winner: Enterprise, Benhadar, Bar 
le Duc, and Cervantes. A very nice-looking colt, 
with two wins out of two starts, Enterprise was 
especially liked, and his victory would confirm the 
good impression he caused when his was the high- 
est price of yearling sales in Uruguay. Benha- 
dar, after a very bad debut, had won the import- 
ant Gran Premio Jockey Club, leaving thus the 
maiden ranks with a valuable victory, while Bar 
le Duc, one of the most promising colts of his 
generation, recently reached the “clasicos” rank 
by winning a stakes. All three previously men- 
tioned colts are Argentine-bred while the other, 
Cervantes, a son of Mazarino (by Congreve), sec- 
ond to Benhadar in the Jockey Club, is Uru- 
guayan-bred. Cervantes, a big and long horse— 
not the type of horse you would like to buy with- 
out knowing how good he is—has, however, a 
very muscular constitution and appears to reach 
stride only after going a good distance. 

The race began with Farouche in the lead, 
while Perico Carioca was second, followed by 
Cervantes, Benhadar, Enterprise, Metaforica, Bar 
le Duc, Vickers, and Liberator. In the first five 
furlongs there were no significant changes, but 
Perico Carioca was gaining on the leader, while 
Cervantes was always third. When the field 
reached the stretch, Perico Carioca got on even 
terms with Farouche, but Benhadar then came 
strongly and took the lead. Enterprise and Lib- 
erator advanced rapidly, menacing the new lead- 
er, and thus they came to a point 250 meters from 
home, where Enterprise was abreast Benhadar, 
Liberator faded, and Cervantes and Bar le Duc 
tushed up and threatened Benhadar. For about 
100 meters the four colts had a furious struggle, 
after which Cervantes and Bar le Due took an 
advantage over the others, and at the finish Cer- 
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vantes was a neck before Bar le Duc, while Ben- 
hadar was third, and Enterprise fourth. Time, 
2:39. 

The Uruguayan Derby of 1946 was over. How- 
ever, the great crowd cheered enthusiastically 
the winner, a Uruguayan-bred colt, owned by 
Godoy Stable and ridden by M. Ligugnana, who 
was simply superb, allowing his horse time to get 
in full stride. Cervantes’ trainer is R. Rodriguez, 
a former jockey in Uruguay and Brazil.

Cervantes is another successful offspring of one 
of Congreve’s sons. Nina Bruja and Miss Alesia, 
which dead-heated in the Argentine One Thou- 
sand Guineas this year, are also by Congreve 
sires, the former by Embrujo, the latter by Milon. 
Mazarino, sire of Cervantes, was one of the hand- 
somest sons of the great sire. I remember liking 
him very much when he came to race in the 1940 
Grande Premio Brasil at Gavea, after winning 
stakes in Argentina. In Brazil he failed, though, 
to win a stakes and returned to Argentina, after 
visiting Uruguay. In all these countries he al- 
ways competed against top stakes company. The 
Haras Nacional S. A., of Uruguay, then pur- 
chased Mazarino, and he now is one of the more 
promising sires of Uruguayan breeding, for his 
young sons and daughters are doing well and 
are generally fine individuals. Concerning Tom 
Peartree, the sire of Certera (dam of Cervantes), 
he is now turning into one of the best broodmare 
sires of Uruguay, after being a good sire of run- 
ners. 

The result of the 1946 Uruguayan Derby was 
not definitely conclusive as to the comparative 
class of the best 3-year-olds. Cervantes appears 
to be the best, to be sure, especially in long dis- 
tances. He has the true way of a stayer, running 
with his head low and gaining impetus as the dis- 
tance increases. However, he barely won over 
Bar le Duc, a very good colt himself, and Benha- 
dar, his conqueror in the Jockey Club, finished 
very close, as Enterprise did also. Concerning 
Benhadar, as a true son of Badruddin, I think he 
did the best he could, because the 2,500 meters 
must have been somewhat long for him, but Bar 
le Due and Enterprise are still potential rivals 
for Cervantes’ new leadership. And we must not 
forget the good colt, Meteor, winner of the Uru- 
guayan Polla de Potrillos (Two Thousand Guin- 
eas), which didn’t race either in the Jockey Club 
or in the Nacional. 


Another stakes run in Uruguay was the Clasico 
Aureliano Rodriguez Larreta, on October 12 at 
Maronas, over 1,500 meters, for 3-year-old fillies, 
in which the favorite, Desdenhada, after making 
the pace, reached the stretch more than 50 meters 
in front of her rivals. However, in the last fur- 
long she shortened her stride in such a fashion 
that Polvora, in a powerful rush, beat her by one 
length, while Risette finished third, three-quarters 
of a length behind the favorite. Time, 1:32%.

Argentine Sales 


RGENTINE sales at Palermo continued on a 

high tone, prices being still very high in com- 
parison with all previous years, and the struggle 
among Argentine, Brazilian and North American 
buyers was fierce. 

On October 10, the Haras Las Ortigas offered 
its first group this year, and sold 25 lots, for a 
total of 483,000 pesos, an average of 19,320 pesos. 
Highest prices were for Zair, a colt by Selim 
Hassan—Zach Klara, which sold for 42,000 pesos 
to the Seabra Stable (of Rio de Janeiro) ; Mucho 
Mas, colt, by Selim—Hassan out of Mucha Fe, 
36,000 pesos, D. Parrera (Argentina); Pacheco, 
colt, Selim Hassan—Pulmari, 34,000 pesos, to Los 
Biyos Stable (Argentina) ; Clamorosa, filly, Selim 
Hassan—-Casta, 35,000 pesos, to G. Chopitea (Ar- 
gentina); Best Luck, filly, by Baber Shah—Bas 
Bleu, 31,000 pesos, Upper Cut Stable (Argen- 
tina). 

On October 11, the famous Chapadmalal Stud 
offered the first part of its yearlings, selling 27 
head for 618,500 pesos, an average of 22,907 
pesos. Highest prices were: Madrileno, colt by 
Parlanchin—Madrona, 58,000 pesos, to J. Buar- 
que de Macedo (Rio de Janeiro, Brazil) ; Apresto, 
colt, by Embrujo—Albarda, 33,000 pesos, David 
Englander (United States); Wagegish, filly, by 
Embrujo—Walli, 40,000 pesos, O. Canay (Argen- 
tina); and Claque, filly, by Parlanchin—Grava- 
che, 35,000 pesos, S. R. V. Stable (Argentina). 

The sale of October 11 ended the first week of 
the sales, with 118 lots sold, highest prices being 
75,000 pesos for Etendert (by British Empire) 
and 70,000 pesos for Enemigo (by Congreve). A 
total of 2,891,000 pesos changed hands, with an 
average of 24,533 pesos for each lot. More than 
one-third of the yearlings sold had been purchased 
by foreign owners, and 45 lots went to Brazilian, 
North American, Uruguayan, and Chilean buy- 
ers, for 982,000 pesos. 

Another sale not previously mentioned was that 
of the Haras Ojo de Agua, on October 9, when 
the Congreves were offered. The Ojo de Agua 
sold 25 lots for a total of 709,500 pesos, the high- 
est total for a sale this year, with an average of 
28,380 pesos, also the highest average to that 
date. Highest prices were: Enemigo, colt, by 
Congreve—Encore, 70,000 pesos, to G. G. Stable 
(Argentina); Murano, colt, Congreve—Venezia, 
60,000 pesos, to White Post Stable (U. S. A.);

On October 14, the Haras Lonquimay offered 
part of its crop, twenty-two lots being sold for 
a total of 282,500 pesos, an average of 12,840 
pesos.

Darling, 32,000 pesos, La Guarida Stable (Argen- 
tina); Cameraman, colt, Cameronian—Encore 
Mieuxcé, 31,000 pesos, Seabra Stable (Brazil) ;

Bidders from several racing 
countries are struggling for the finer individuals, 
and it appears there will be still more high-priced 
ones, especially with some of the above studs yet 
to present their second groups of colts and fillies. 


Argentine Stakes 


N October 12, the San Isidro track in Argen- 

tina offered the sprint Clasico General Al- 
vear, at 1,000 meters (about five furlongs), for 
3-year-olds and upward. Only three accepted the 
race, the favorite and winner being Envion, a 
4-year-old son of British Empire—Hervine, by 
Hunter’s Moon, which beat the 3-year-old Pere- 
grino, at weight-for-age, by three-quarters of a 
length in :59%. The other starter, Husar, was 
never in the race. Envion is gradually gaining 
rank among the best Argentine sprinters of to- 
day. On the same day’s card the Plover Handi- 
cap, at 1,600 meters (about one mile), was won

The State of the Market 


T the sales pavilion at Keeneland Race Course, 

Lexington, the Breeders’ Sales Company will 
offer, in five days beginning November 18, a rec- 
ord total of 781 Thoroughbreds in what is tra- 
ditionally the largest mixed sale of racing and 
breeding stock in America. About 370 of the cat- 
alogued lots are yearlings, the largest total ever 
sold at the Lexington Fall Sales with the excep- 
tion of 1942, when the Thoroughbred market 
touched a very low bottom. 

Obviously the steep climb of prices in the last 
four years is beginning to bring its harvest of 
numbers. Obviously, too, the weight of these in- 
creasing numbers must exert a drag upon the 
rise of prices. It is not possible to continue in- 
definitely to sell larger and larger numbers of 
horses for higher and higher prices. Hence with 
every sale of considerable scope the breeder 
watches with apprehension for signs of the level- 
ing off which will be the forerunner of a declin- 
ing market. 

Before the Keeneland Summer Sales of this 
year there was a rather general expectation that 
they would furnish the first solid indication of a 
declining Thoroughbred market. THE BLOoop- 
HorsE thought otherwise and said so. As it 
turned out, the Keeneland summer average ad- 
vanced from $7,739 in 1945 to $9,912 in 1946, and 
the Fasig-Tipton Company’s sales in the East, 
despite a large increase in numbers, went up 
from $4,085 to $6,776. Sales in other breeding 
centers, as California and eastern Canada, indi- 
cated similar strength. 

Their contemplation of the fall sales appears 
to have left a large percentage of knowledgeable 
horsemen with the conviction that the market, or 
at least the average, will show a definite decline 
from 1945. As in the summer, we take the chance 
of reaching a different conclusion. 

Actually the yearling market of any given sea- 
son cannot be appraised closely until after the 
fall sales at Lexington, which supplement the 
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more publicized midsummer sales. The policy of 
the new Breeders’ Sales Company very wisely 
puts a limit of numbers upon the summer sale, 
so that only a little over 400 yearlings are sold at 
Keeneland in July and August, and the net re- 
sult is to step up sharply the number of offerings 
in the fall. The average of $9,912 in the summer 
represents a higher degree of selection than in 
any previous year; the Lexington fall market 
must be included before the picture is complete, 
and it will be watched with absorbing interest by 
breeders whose 1947 matings oblige them to pro- 
ject their analysis of the market three or four 
years into the future. 

The last time we saw the Thoroughbred market 
it was still going up. We take it, more or less 
as a matter of course, that it will still be going 
in the same direction at the Keeneland Fall Sales. 
Only one thing has happened to argue for lower 
prices than in 1945, and that is the increase in 
numbers. However, this increase does not yet 
seem great enough to suggest any actual beating 
down of prices. The matings which produced this 
year’s crop of yearlings were planned in the win- 
ter of 1943-44, before the prices for middling 
stock had touched an average of $1,000. (Year- 
lings sold at Lexington in the fall of 1943 aver- 
aged $647.) The place is not yet crawling with 
horses, as it will be in the next three or four 
years, though there are undeniably more offerings 
catalogued than can be taken up comfortably at 
one series of auctions. 

Since the sharp rise in prices began three years 
ago it has appeared that the Lexington fall mar- 
ket of each year was stronger than the summer 
sales, partly owing to the cumulative effect of 
inflation. Between this year’s summer and fall 
sales we have had the sharpest degree of inflation 
yet experienced as a result of the war and Gov- 
ernment policies. 

We estimate the fall average for yearlings in 
the neighborhood of $4,000. This would repre-. 
sent about 10 per cent gain over the $3,622 aver- 
age of last fall, or about 32 per cent more than

we shall not expect to see the market crack now. 
In view of the current speed of inflation, if the 
Keeneland yearling average does not surpass 
$4,000 we shall be compelled to assume that the 
horse market has leveled off. If it happens that 
the average drops as low as $3,500, breeders may 
take it as a warning that the market has turned 
downward sharply, for $3,500 in the fall of 1946 
is much less than the same number of dollars was 
in the fall of 1945. 

Because of the longer period between invest- 
ment and return it seems possible that the market 


for breeding stock may be less strong than that 


for yearlings. 


During the latter years of the war 


and the first post-war year it seemed probable 
that the surest chance of profit lay with cheap 
breeding stock. But within the next few years 
the breeders who expect to remain breeders will 
find it necessary to stock their farms with mares 


capable of producing good winners. 


It is too late 


now to buy breeding stock minus adequate cre 
dentials; in tomorrow’s fierce competition they 
will simply be nudged aside.

Interlude At 
Baltimore 


South Texas Express 


BALTIMORE, MD., November 2 
ATTERS were extremely grave around here 
on Friday. Down came Assault, from Texas. 
Second was Stymie, from Texas. Third was 
Bridal Flower, which this bystander was as- 
sured was foaled in Maryland, her dam having 
been shipped here to be bred. Even Turbine, 
back where he bothered no one, was bred by Mrs. 
Danny Shea, of Maryland. Max Hirsch, trainer 
of the winner, is another Texan. And Hirsch Ja- 
cobs from Brooklyn and Jimmy Smith from Idaho. 
About the only consolation was that Eddie Ar- 
caro, scooting down the rail with Assault, is a 
native of Newport, Ky. 

On Saturday things were much better. Cosmic 
Missile was foaled at Elmendorf, right on Elkhorn 
Creek. And owned by Circle M, just across the 
back fence from Keeneland. And trained by Bert 
Williams, of Lexington, Ky., suh! And ridden 
by this same Arcaro. Leave us let Texas secede. 
You see how Brooklyn flows over its boundaries. 

This tourist has liked Assault right along, 
through some of his losing races as well as his 
wins. Except for the Classic, when he was out 
of fix, he hasn’t run any bad races. But even so, 
scarcely anyone was prepared for the tremendous 
spurt he put on at the quarter-pole. This also 
gees for Master Edward, who said afterward, 
“He’s better than I thought he was.” 

Arecaro rode a cold race. He was out to beat 
Stymie, and the others could do what they wanted 
to. This observer took a deep grip on his breath 
around the club house turn, because it did not 
seem possible that any horse could spot as good 
a filly as Bridal Flower 15 lengths. It wasn’t a 
case of a suicidal pace—Bridal Flower and Tur- 
bine were going along about normally for a race 
at the distance, covering the first half-mile in 
48%. But Eddie was going to have something 
left in Assault when Stymie came up to see him, 
and that was that. Well, Stymie ran with his 
usual brilliance around the turn, and the notion 
here was that he would run over the field. But 
when he got to Assault, the Texas colt let loose 
with a terrific salvo. He came down the rail, as 
they say, like a house afire. That was all there 
Was, 

How much was Assault and how much was 
Arcaro was a guess. It was a startling reversal 
of the Gallant Fox Handicap form, but the latter 
was at Stymie’s distance, the Special wasn’t. On 
the other hand, his run looked just as good as any 
he has ever made. Whether Assault would have 
had his stunning “kick” left if he had had to go 
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three furlongs farther before loosing it is a good 
matter for winter argument. 

Arecaro seemed to have none too optimistic a 
view of matters ahead of time. On the way down 
from New York on the train he remarked, “They 
took Mehrtens off because he was in a slump. 
Well, I haven’t had a winner for six days.” But 
he rode Assault perfectly, and don’t think he 
didn’t enjoy it. Arearo is usually fairly phleg- 
matic, win or lose. But he was tickled as a kid 
when he came back with Assault, and in the win- 
ner’s circle he was tossing flowers from the 
blanket to one and all, and practically beaming. 

On Saturday, though he won just as easily and 
just about as much, he came back dead-pan on 
Cosmic Missile, and beyond offering a polite smile 
to Bert Williams and Mrs. Harry Parr, seemed to 
be taking little interest in the proceedings. The 
notion here was that Arcaro, veteran that he is, 
got more than a usual thrill out of the way As- 
sault answered his summons. 


Misty Isle's Missile 


S was noted in this space in the spring of 1945, 

this tourist spent all of a bright spring af- 
ternoon going over the yearlings Elmendorf was 
planning to offer in the summer auctions. There 
were several others in the party, and afterward 
there was quite a discussion as to which of the 
Roman fillies—which outlooked the others—was 
the best. It came down to the one out of Misty 
Isle and another which, if memory serves (for the 
Lord Baltimore Hotel has a scanty Turf library) 
was out of Miss Brief. The choice fell on the 
Misty Isle filly, not because she was the best look- 
ing, for she wasn’t, but because of her stakes- 
winning dam. Edward S. Moore, as it turned 
out, was represented by counsel at the argument, 
and he bought the filly for $21,000. This of course 
was Cosmic Missile, and today she paid out, scud- 
ding away from the others much as Assault had 
done the day before. 

Horsemen had expressed some doubt that a 
filly with her speed would stay, particularly as 
Roman was at his best at a mile, and there was 
a good deal of expert opinion for Quarantaine, a 
daughter of *Isolater. But Cosmic Missile cooked 
her completely and won as she chose. 


Of Mice and Men 


IMLICO’S celebrated guardianship of horses 
isn’t particularly bad, as far as the public is 
concerned. It is much more useless than spectac- 
ular, and probably few persons pay much atten- 
tion to the uniformed Pinkerton men who march 
in with the horses, or even realize what they are. 
Horsemen have a real cause for dissatisfaction, 
because the receiving barn ties their help up for 
a couple of hours, and some horses get upset at 
the saliva test, and furthermore the barn is noisy 
and bustling, and a horse gets little chance to set- 
tle down in it. But as for the effect on the public, 
the guess here is that it’s negligible.

Gladiolo Bought 
For U.S. Racing 


Synopsis of a Fast Journey 


N September 30 the writer set out from New 

York, in company with Rex C. Ellsworth and 
his brother Heber, on an American Overseas air- 
liner bound for London. The Ellsworths wanted 
to buy some racing and breeding stock. I went 
along, at their request, to furnish such assistance 
as I could, and to have my first look at European 
racing and breeding. 

The impressions picked up during short visits 
in England, Eire, France, and Italy I hoped to 
share, as they came along, with readers of THE 
BLoop-HorseE. At such odd moments as could be 
found for the purpose, they were set down, in 
seattered detail, and without attempt at general- 
ization or analysis, on the theory that the details 
which interested me, while they might bore our 
more widely traveled readers to distraction, would 
interest those others who, like myself, had never 
seen Europe’s racing. 

As might have been expected, there were not 
enough odd moments to allow such a lengthy re- 
cital of small experience, and I was back in Ken- 
tucky, on November 1, before the attempted diary 
had passed its first quarter-pole. Under the cir- 
cumstances it seems advisable to write a synopsis, 
not of the chapters gone before, but of those to 
come—if time and space permit. 


October 5 to 11. In France. Two days racing 
at Longchamp, including the Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe on Sunday, October 6, one of the world’s 
toughest races, won by the unbeaten Caracalla, 
which now retires to the already outstanding stud 
of his breeder and owner Marcel Boussac. Visits, 
under the guidance of Count Francois de Brignac, 
to the studs of Mr. Boussac and others. Back 
across the Channel to London. 

October 12. At Ascot for the King George VI 
Stakes, England’s new international race. This 
test was placed on the schedule only six days 
after the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe, one of 
Europe’s international tests of long standing, and 
its field was thus somewhat reduced in power. 
However, the Grand Prix winner Souverain 
was withheld from the Are de Triomphe in order 
to run against the Derby and St. Leger winner 
Airborne in the Ascot race. The patriotism of 
the English got the better of their judgment and 
they made Airborne an odds-on favorite, only to 
see him hung on the ropes by Souverain, which at 
the end of the two miles looked as if he had just 
begun to run. 

October 13-14. By air with the Prince Aly 
Khan to Eire for an inspection of some of the 
stock at his several studs there. 
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October 15-17. At Newmarket for the sales, 
the Champion Stakes, Middle Park Stakes, 
Cesarewitch, etc. A part of this visit has been 
already reported, in THE BLoop-HoRSE of Novem- 
ber 2. 

October 18-19. In London panting from cop- 
sulate to consulate in search of visas. 

October 20-28. To Milan, Italy, and back, by 
rail and boat. Two days of racing at San Siro, 
A visit to Federico Tesio’s famous stud on the 
shores of Lake Maggiore. A day with Federico 
Regoli, a pupil of Tesio’s who has become some- 
thing of a master himself, as trainer of the Razza 
del Soldo. Rex Ellsworth purchased three horses 
from the Razza del Soldo, including Italy’s out- 
standing 3-year-old, Gladiolo (see below). 

October 29. Back in London to catch a plane 
home on the 30th, only to find that this flight, like 
many others, had been canceled. No way to leave, 
nowhere to stay. Then, by blind luck, space on 
another flight leaving October 30. Heber Ells. 
worth returned on same plane, Rex remained jn 
England in an effort to conclude negotiations for 
two stallions. 


Ellsworth's Italian Purchases 


T Milan, Italy, near the end of the trip, on 

Friday, October 25, its first noteworthy news 
developed. That morning Rex Ellsworth and the 
writer went to the San Siro race course to have 
a look at the Razza del Soldo horses trained by 
Federico Regoli, and before the day was over had 
negotiated for Ellsworth’s account, with the help 
of a few Italian verbs I had hastily learned to 
conjugate in the present tense, the purchase of 
three good colts. (At the end the services of a 
good interpreter were enlisted, the very success- 
ful young trainer Louis Turner, son of the Amer- 
ican trainer Frank Turner.) 

Ellsworth left early the next morning to make 
a day’s stopover at Basle, Switzerland, and I re- 
mained through Saturday to make a _ payment 
and conclude the deal for his account. From there 
on Ellsworth’s interest was to be represented by 
Franco Varola, Italian correspondent for THE 
BLoop-HorRSsE, who was to make formal applica- 
tion for a government permit to ship the horses 
out ef the country and make arrangements for 
the shipping. 

If the permission came through promptly, it 
was hoped that the horses could be got to England 
quickly and, together with several head owned by 
the Dell Stable, flown to the United States by the 
American Air Express Corporation. It would 
be, if these plans materialized, the first trans- 
Atlantic flight of horses. 

The colts purchased (pending government ap- 
proval) were the year’s leading 3-year-old Gladi- 
olo and two very successful 4-year-olds, Torero 
and Teramo. Their tabulated racing records:

Gladiolo, unquestioned leader of this year’s 3- 
year-olds in Italy, is of course the star of the lot. 
QOutranked by Zanlupo as a 2-year-old, he won his 
first seven starts at three, including the Premio 
Parioli (Two Thousand Guineas equivalent), Der- 
by, Gran Premio d’Italia, and Gran Premio Mi- 
lano. The last named race, richest in Italy, was 
run June 23, after which Gladiolo was given a 
rest until early in September. When he returned 
io competition he was apparently not in top form, 
finishing third in two of his three races in that 
month but winning the Italian St. Leger to give 
him a clean sweep of the most important races 
for 3-year-olds. 

He is a tall, rangy, plain, even-tempered colt 
with excellent feet and legs. He is reported to 
be exceptionally smooth-gaited, though at a walk 
he has a peculiar hitch of the stifle which he has 
shown since he was a foal. His best distance ap- 
pears to be about a mile and a half. He is quite 
sound and was purchased primarily for his racing 
potentiality. As Mr. Varola has already reported, 
he was to have been sent to England for the King 
George VI Stakes, but because of a misunder- 
standing the nomination could not be made. Mr. 
Regoli had expected, until the sale was made, to 
send him to England for the 1947 Ascot Gold Cup. 

Torero, a smaller, handsomer, quicker-looking 
colt, ran five times in October and November of 
his 2-year-old season without finishing worse than 
second. His last race of the year was the Premio 
Chiusura, top-ranking 2-year-old test, in which 
he was beaten by the champion Traghetto. At 
three he finished second in the 3,000-meter Gran 
Premio Milano to Fante, which he had beaten 
two weeks earlier in a slightly shorter race. In 
his last two starts of the year he won the Premio 
del Sempione and Premio Duca d’Aosta, the lat- 
ter over the extreme distance of 4,000 meters 
(nearly 2% miles). He was the best 3-year-old 
of the autumn racing. 

_In the Duca d’Aosta he injured himself by lay- 
Ing open the skin at the rear of a fetlock joint. 
The injury has healed, but he has not started in 
1946. His dam has been one of the best brood- 
mares in Italy and is grandam of Traghetto, best 
1945 3-year-old. 

Teramo, a slashing good-looking chestnut, has 
been chiefly distinguished as a sprinter and miler, 
though he won one race at 2,200 meters (about 
ls miles). His trainer reported that he was 
very fast but experienced difficulty in making 
tus. His name is pronounced with the accent 
on the first syllable. 

For that matter, the name of Gladiolo is pro- 
nounced with the accent on the antepenult, that 
8, Gla-DEE-o-lo, according to his trainer. But 
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we may as well skip this, insofar as Americans 
are concerned, as the word falls out too easily as 
Glad-i-OH-lo for anything else to be considered. 

As soon as I got off the plane and into New 
York City October 31 on the way home I called 
at the offices of The Jockey Club to check with 
the registry department and was informed that, 
if the horses were properly identified, there ap- 
peared no reason to doubt their acceptance. 

Personally I shall be gratified if one or more of 
these colts does well in the United States. Since 
Americans are ranging over the world in search 
of racing and breeding stock it is time they be- 
came aware of the existence of Italy. At some 
time in the future, when that war- and poverty- 
ridden nation has come upon better days, it may 
have a keener realization of the fact that we have 
racing, and a stud book, in America. 

It was, in fact, a suggestion I made to Rex 
Ellsworth last March in Los Angeles which had 
led to the excursion into Italy. It might be as 
good a place as any in the world to find a few 
good horses which could be bought. There was 
no way to find out without going, so we went. 

That the horses bought are good individuals is 
evidenced by a story which I hope Rex will not 
mind my reporting. After we were back in Eng- 
land he told me that he did not realize until some 
hours after the agreement was made that the best 
one he had bought was Gladiolo. “I knew I 
wanted him the minute they led him out, but it 
took a long time for it to sink in on me that this 
was the champion I had been reading about in 
THE BLoop-HorsE while I was boning up for the 
trip. When I did realize it I nearly fainted.” 

Actually Italy is not a place where one picks 
up champions by accident. Beaten down almost 
equally by enemy and ally, the country is miser- 
able, and racing and breeding share the general 
misery. It needs money, and the people will do 
almost anything within reason to lay their hands 
on something more substantial than the paper 
money which is declining in value day by day and 
which, at the time I left, could be bought at the 
rate of 500 lire to the dollar. But the supply of 
genuinely good horses is very limited, and Italian 
horsemen, like those of other countries, know bet- 
ter than to turn loose too many of the good ones.

Melbourne Cup 


INNER of the two-mile Melbourne Cup at 

Flemington race course, Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, on November 5, was 6-year-old 
Russia, owned by G. J. Leeds and his trainer, E. 
Hush. He took up top weight of 126 pounds, 
started at 16 to 1, and ran the distance in 3:21%4, 
equaling the race and course record established 
by Wotan in winning the Melbourne Cup of 1936 
under 109 pounds. 

Before a crowd of more than 100,000 Russia 
finished five lengths ahead of E. O. Kirby’s On 
Target (by Spearfelt), which just headed W. 
Balloch’s Carey (by Midstream). As a result of 
the withdrawal of the champion Bernborough 
there were 35 starters, the largest field in 51 
years. (Largest field in Melbourne Cup history 
was in 1890, when Carbine was first among 39 
starters.) 

Russia, a good but far from great handicapper, 
was having his second try at the Melbourne Cup. 
He is by Excitement (Hurry On—Stefanova, by 
*Stefan the Great) out of Lady March, by Bon- 
nement (by Tracery), second dam Lively March, 
by March Along. 


And Finally the Cambridgeshire 


To the long list of important English races won 
by French horses this year, headed by Caracalla’s 
Ascot Gold Cup and Souverain’s King George VI 
Stakes, the Cambridgeshire was added last week.

Death of W. W. Vaughan 


One of New Jersey’s most successful Thorough. 
bred breeders, William W. Vaughan, died October 
29 at his home, Old Orchards, in Red Bank, fol- 
lowing a heart attack. He was the senior men- 
ber of the New York stock brokerage firm of 
Vaughan & Co., and owner of Oak Glen Farm in 
Monmouth County, where he had twelve mares, 
In recent years his stud had been headed by the 
stallions Catalan and Neddie. 

Born seventy-four years ago in Elizabeth, N. J,, 
Mr. Vaughan attended Princeton University, 
where he was an outstanding football player, 
served in the Spanish-American War, and then 
became affiliated with his father in the brokerage 
business. He had been a member of the New York 
Stock Exchange since 1901. 

The first stallion to stand at Mr. Vaughan’s 
farm was the Pennant horse Gonfalon. He bred 
and raced probably his best stakes winners in 
Canron (1929), a mare by Catalan—*Rona, by 
Sky-rocket, later retired to his stud, and her full 
brother Mr. Canron (1934), now a stallion at 
the farm. 

Last year at Garden State Park, Mr. Vaughan 
was elected head of a newly formed association 
of New Jersey breeders representing about 25 
farms. He was also a member of the United 
Hunts Racing Association. Surviving Mr. 
Vaughan are his wife, Mrs. Alice M. Vaughan, 
also a Thoroughbred breeder and owner, and a 
son, William N. Vaughan.

The Jockey Club's Statement 


HE forthcoming issue of the Racing Calendar, 

official publication of The Jockey Club, which 
will bear the date of November 10, publishes the 
resolution adopted by The Jockey Club following 
its decision not to register the horses purchased or 
requisitioned from German individuals and war 
authorities by the United States Army. 

The Jockey Club, cognizant of the fact it had 
assisted in the formation of the Remount Service 
during the first World War and prior thereto and 
worked closely with it ever since, studied the 
request of Army authorities for the registration 
of these horses with great care and at great 
length. Two factors weighed heavily in the de- 
cision finally made. 

These were: that the identification of these 
horses was dependent on the word of an enemy; 
and the control of certain records of the German 
stud book had been taken from those in Germany 
with whom The Jockey Club had dealt before the 
war and assumed by the German government, 
resulting in the necessity for The Jockey Club to 
refrain from recognizing the German Stud Book 
at all, for the time being. The Jockey Club felt 
it would be failing in its primary purpose of pro- 
tecting the American Thoroughbred horse if it 
granted registry as requested. 

The text of the resolution follows: 


RESOLVED: Because certain German 
horses have been presented for registration 
in the American Stud Book, the following rul- 
ing has been adopted: 

In view of the following facts: that the 
German horses presented for registration 
were requisitioned, or purchased from Ger- 
man individuals, and that the knowledge of 
those requisitioning them or purchasing them 
as to the identity of the horses is dependent 
upon the word of an enemy; and other fac- 
tors which cast a shadow upon the proof of 
their identity, the stewards of The Jockey 
Club deem it advisable to decline to register 
such horses in the American Stud Book. And, 
furthermore, in view of the fact that it is re- 
ported that control of certain records of the 
German Stud Book were [sic] taken away 
from the German authorities with which The 
Jockey Club dealt prior to the war and was 
taken over by the German Government itself, 
it is determined that The Jockey Club in be- 
half of the American Stud Book, has ceased 
to recognize the German Stud Book for the 
present, so that no horses imported from Ger- 
many with German certificates can be regis- 
tered in the Stud Book here. This applies 
not only to horses taken by the German Army 
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Anticlimax 


Over a period of many equine generations 
the German Army, using Thoroughbreds and 
race-tested half-breds and Arabs, had built 
up the most efficient remount system in the 
world, a system which gave it a tremendous 
advantage over less well prepared nations in 
the second World War. As conquerors in the 
early part of the war they helped themselves 
to the Thoroughbreds of other countries, es- 
pecially of France. 

When the American Army moved into Ger- 
many last year it sought to avail itself of 
some of the equine war materiel there. Col. 
Fred L. Hamilton, chief of the Remount Di- 
vision, went to Europe, arranged for the 
transfer of a considerable number of half- 
breds, Arabs, Thoroughbreds, and _ other 
horses from Germany to the United States, 
first having made sure, as he thought, that all 
transactions were on a solid legal basis and 
that both French and German sanction had 
been obtained. The Thoroughbreds brought 
over included the German Derby winner 
Nordlicht, by Oleander out of the unbeaten 
Nereide, and numerous other high-class 
horses and good prospects. 

Last month The Jockey Club wrote an anti- 
climatic finish to the Thoroughbred chapter of 
the ambitious story of the Army’s importa- 
tions. It declined, after months of chin-strok- 
ing thought, to recognize them for registra- 
tion in the American Stud Book. Its reasons 
are set forth in the accompanying text, re- 
leased for publication in papers of November 
7. It indicated, however, that the case was 
not necessarily closed against further consid- 
eration. 

In this issue the Army’s view of the situa- 
tion, as seen through the eyes of Colonel 
Hamilton, is set forth on page 1174.

from France during its occupation of France 
as loot and to their produce, but also to horses 
of German origin. It does not apply to 
horses taken from France as loot which have 
been repatriated into France and of which 
the Syndicat des Eleveurs de Chevaux de 
Sang, which has been formed in France to in- 
sure the identity of repatriated horses, will 
give their approval to re-establish into the 
French Stud Book. Such horses when recog- 
nized by the French Stud Book will be eligi- 
ble to the American Stud Book, if satisfac- 
tory on other bases. 

At some future time, if conditions are then 
satisfactory to the stewards of The Jockey 
Club, a study will be made to see whether 
the situation has reconstituted itself to such 
an extent that the German Stud Book can be 
again recognized on the lines on which it was 
recognized before the war. 

This action is taken in order to protect the 
American Thoroughbred horse.

Maryland Fall Sale 


ONSIGNORS to the Lexington Fall Sales be- 

ginning at Keeneland on November 18 had no 
reason to feel any way but comfortable over the 
results of the annual mixed sale of Thorough- 
breds conducted by the Maryland Horse Breed- 
ers’ Association. The Maryland auctions were 
divided between the Pimlico race track, where 
40 horses in training were sold on the morning 
of November 4, and the Timonium track, where 
40 head of breeding stock were sold that night, 
and 39 head of yearlings and other racing pros- 
pects were sold on the morning of November 5. 

The 119 head brought a total of $204,504, aver- 
age $1,718, against $1,571 in 1945 for 85 head. 
The 40 horses in training averaged $2,491, com- 
pared with $1,667 averaged on the same category 
last year. Forty head of breeding stock aver- 
aged $938, compared with $1,396 in 1945, and 
34 yearlings averaged $1,927, against $1,920 for 
22 head in 1945. 

Commenting on the sale, Humphrey S. Finney, 
field secretary for the breeders’ group, said: 
“Horses of comparable class sold as strongly as 
those sold last year, and bad horses brought phe- 
nomenal prices. I couldn’t see that the market 
had receded a point.”

Keeshin, who had acquired controlling interest 
in Sportsman’s Park in 1940, announced he was 
disposing of his race-track interests because he 
wanted to devote all his time to his Chicago Rock- 
ets professional football team, and other activi- 
ties. Bidwill is likewise interested in a_profes- 
sional football club, as well as in a printing firm 
and a Miami Beach dog track.

Not a Shadow of Doubt 


HE recent Army Remount importations of 

famous Thoroughbreds. Arabians, and Lip- 
pizzaners to this country from Germany have at- 
tracted widespread attention in the press. News- 
papers throughout the land have taken prominent 
notice of the events, and two magazines of great 
national circulation have featured articles and 
pictures of the horses. 

The writer of one of these, in his apparent de- 
sire to play up the human interest angles, has 
greatly increased the fan mail of the Army Re- 
mount, but has left upon the minds of his read- 
ers an impression which may well have an un- 
fortunate effect upon the value of the horses 
themselves. From his account it might be thought 
that Colonel Hamilton, Chief of the Army Re- 
mount, had spent the war pulling mud-covered 
Thoroughbreds out of tumble-down barns and 
from thickset hedges and spotting them as former 
Derby winrers of international renown. 

This would have been high romance, but it is 
not strictly what happened.

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The Remount's Explanation 


Ever since the importation last winter of 
the first group of Thoroughbreds brought by 
United States Army Remount Division from 
Germany, tension has existed between the 
Remount and The Jockey Club over the ques- 
tion of official recognition for the horses as 
registered Thoroughbreds. 

The Jockey Club has now definitely refused 
to accept as Thoroughbreds any of the horses 
imported by the Remount from Germany, an 
action based upon grounds which presumably 
will be published in the newt issue of the Rac- 
ing Calendar.

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Nordlicht, and not some other 5-year-old horse 
of the same color. 

That is the way it is with the New York Jockey 
Club, which publishes the American Thorough- 
pred Registry and is the final authority as to the 
right of any horse to be listed therein. Moreover, 
they want to be sure not merely of the identity 
of the animal, but also that the horse is the legal 
and rightful property of the applicant for his reg- 
istration. 

Actually, there is not a shadow of a reasonable 
doubt concerning the identity of any horse im- 
ported from Germany by the Army Remount. 
Nor is there any question that they are the bona 
fide property of the Remount—legally, morally, 
and ethically acquired. Here is the true story 
of their acquisition. 

When Colonel Hamilton returned to the United 
States from the Pacific, where he had been en- 
gaged in furthering our advance against the Jap- 
anese, he found that the Remount situation in 
this country was far from satisfactory. Stallion 
strength was down from about 700 to 450, one 
third of which were 17 years old or over. Agents 
sorely needed replacements, but there seemed to 
be no way to obtain them. Due to the racing 
boom, purchase was out of the question, and the 
broodmare bands at the Remount depots were too 
mediocre to depend upon to produce horses of the 
proper type. Hearing of the German horses that 
were in the American Zone, he therefore set out 
to look for replacements among them. 

Colonel Hamilton arrived in Germany last fall, 
to find the Military Government just getting go- 
ing. He found too a good deal of confusion— 
confusion as to methods of procedure. But in the 
horse business there was no confusion; the Ger- 
mans had carried on their breeding and registra- 
tion right to the end, often feeding and caring for 
their animals better than for their people. The 
horses were there, all right—just what the Re- 
mount needed. 

The question was how to obtain them for ship- 
ment to America. Finally, in keeping with their 
origin, the horses were obtained in two ways: 
The greater part were taken from the German 
Army as spoils of war; a lesser number were re- 
quisitioned from German citizens under repara- 
tions agreement. In these cases the animals were 
appraised at the German figure and paid for by 
the Military Government (a paper transaction). 
It is noteworthy that the latter method of acqui- 
sition was quite satisfactory to the people most 
vitally affected. The former method of acquisi- 
tion is, of course, supported by centuries of prac- 
tice among civilized nations. 

In general the horses fall into four classes, ac- 
cording to their origin. First, there are those 
with all-German background or those imported 
to Germany prior to 1939. Second, there are the 
Hungarian horses brought into Germany by the 
German army when the Russians moved in on 
Hungary and before the signing of our armistice 
with the Hungarians. Third, there are those 
horses of foreign origin that were sold in bona 
fide sales to the Germans and paid for in marks 
(gold marks), such sales being definitely estab- 
lished facts. Fourth, there are young animals 
foaled in Germany during the war, one or both 
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parents being of French or Polish origin, with 
the former owners disputing the sale or confisca- 
tion of either parent. Only twenty of the colts 
and fillies are in this category. 


There were six big Thoroughbred breeding 
farms in Germany. Of these six, five were located 
in what is now the American Zone; one was lo- 
cated in the Russian Zone; and none was located 
in the British Zone, which may have a bearing 
on the British protest against our taking the 
horses. Two of the farms were government own- 
ed and operated; four were privately owned. 


Nordlicht, Athanasius, Basalt 


IRST of the privately owned farms is the fam- 

ous Erlenhof Stud near Frankfort, which was 
owned by Baron Thyssen, the most prominent of 
Germany’s steel tycoons and an early supporter 
of Hitler. During the war Thyssen quarreled 
with Hitler and fled to Switzerland, leaving his 
breeding farms and horses in training in the hands 
of his manager and his trainer. In the invasion 
of Germany our troops took over the whole farm 
as a remount depot and are still operating it as 
such, paying for it in liberal rental. From this 
huge estate Col. Hamilton took three Thorough- 
breds—Nordlicht, Athanasius, and Basalt. On the 
money paid for these three the manager and 
trainer have been living now for almost a year, 
and there is no doubt that they are happy over 
the liberality of the purchase. 

The Schlenderham Stud, owned by Baron Op- 
penheim, was the source of other Thoroughbreds 
brought to this country by The Remount. Baron 
Oppenheim’s stud was originally located at Co- 
logne, in what is now the British Zone of occu- 
pation. Early in the war, however, the Nazi 
government purchased all the bloodstock. For it 
they paid three and a half million marks, and per- 
mitted Oppenheim to operate big industries in 
the Ruhr. Count Sponk, who had long been the 
manager of the stud, was moved with all the 
bloodstock to the government breeding farm in 
Altefeld. Here the stud was kept intact, as the 
Schlenderham Section of the Government Breed- 
ing Farm. From this stud Colonel Hamilton took 
ten Thoroughbreds for the first shipment to the 
United States and five for the second. As an in- 
dication of his willingness to cooperate with our 
allies, it should be noted that he tried to ar- 
range for the return of the Schlenderham stock 
to the British Zone—a proposal to which the Mili- 
tary Government was deaf. 

Baron von Weinberg’s Walfried Stud was an- 
other located near Frankfort. The Baron, also 
Jewish, had an adopted daughter who was non- 
Jewish and had married the pure Aryan Count 
Spreti, one of the leading horsemen of Europe. 
When war broke out, Baron von Weinberg trans- 
ferred all stock to the ownership of Count Spreti, 
thus circumventing Nazi confiscation. On Colonel 
Hamilton’s first trip, there was insufficient time 
to inspect Count Spreti’s stock, so that none was 
taken for export. When he arrived in Germany 
for the second tour of inspection, rumor was rife 
to the effect that not only had the Nazis been 
circumvented; the American colonel had also been 
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over-reached. This time the Colonel chose Count 
Spreti’s four top horses. Like the other private 
studs, this one had been kept intact during the 
war, with the horses never leaving the hands of 
the original personnel that cared for them, except 
in the case of those that went to the races. 

, The situation was somewhat different at the 
farm of Christian Webber, located near Munich. 
Webber was perhaps the leading gangster of all 
time. This 300-pound bullyboy was Hitler’s body- 
guard and saved his life at the Munich Putsch. 
At the end of the war the scoundrel virtually 
owned Bavaria. He had three breeding farms 
and two race tracks. When our troops captured 
southern Bavaria, the farms were found to be 
intact, except for the personnel. These peopie 
had fled, leaving the animals to starve, which 
they had begun to do. Many of these horses were 
requisitioned by the Military Government for the 
Remount. But they were too thin to ship; so the 
Military Government took care of them all win- 
ter, and on his second trip Colonel Hamilton 
brought ten back to America. 


Horses of Other Origins 


HE horses of Hungarian origin included Thor- 

oughbreds, half-breds, Arabs, and Lippizan- 
ners. 

In 1780 the Austro-Hungarian Empire became 
the first European power to establish a govern- 
ment breeding plan, using the method of farm- 
ing stallions out to remount agents. Moreover, 
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three breeding farms were established—at Mezo. 
hugyes, at Babolna, and at Kaisber. Strange t 
say, the shrinking Empire left them all thre 
within its limits (or rather within the limits of 
Hungary) at the outbreak of World War II. Ang 
they were operated by the Hungarian goverp. 
ment without interruption until the Russian jp. 
vasion. At that time most of the stock and alj 
of the personnel were evacuated by the Germany 
army to Donnoworth, in southern Bavaria. Cap. 
tured from the Germany army as an operating 
breeding farm by our Third Army, the stud farp 
was used as a remount depot and continued to 
operate. The Hungarian horses were therefore 
taken as spoils of war, and fifty of them were 
shipped to this country. 

With the other Hungarian horses were some 
Thoroughbreds which had once belonged to Ad- 
miral Horthy. Due to his official position as Re. 
gent, he was keeping them at the government 
breeding farm (and probably at government ex. 
pense). These Thoroughbreds were evacuated to 
Germany with the others, and likewise became 
spoils of war. 

A third class, according to origin, comprised 
those horses which passed into German hands 
through bona fide sale. It may be hard for us to 
realize, but a large percentage of the people in 
occupied countries were well satisfied with Ger- 
man occupation. And they were happy to sell 
their horses to the Germans at high prices in gold 
marks. Many French Thoroughbreds thus passed 
into German hands, for the forward-looking Ger-

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mans made a point of treating well all save Jews 
and aliens, whose property they confiscated. 

This brings us to the fourth and final classifi- 
cation. Rothschild, being a Jew, and the Aga 
Khan, being an English enemy alien, had their 
bloodstock in France confiscated, and much of it 
removed to Germany, mostly to what became the 
American Zone. The French desired the return 
of this stock, but were not making much progress 
toward getting it from our Military Government. 

Colonel Hamilton promised to have our govern- 
ment return the mature stock taken from France, 
provided it had been illegally removed. In re- 
turn, he asked to be allowed to select a few of 
the offspring of such stock, born in Germany, to 
be shipped to the United States. To this pro- 
posal the French were most agreeable. 


Office of Restitution Established 


HE Office for Restitution of Horses was there- 

fore set up to determine the origin, owner- 
ship, legal, and moral background of the animals 
brought into Germany. About one hundred and 
fifty mature horses were returned to the French. 
Twenty youngsters were exported to America. By 
the time the young Thoroughbreds had reached 
our shores the French had requested the New 
York Jockey Club to refuse them registration. 
Is this a fair example of the ethical dealings of 
the French ? 


As to the liberality of our dealing with them, 
it may be noted here that many of the 150 horses 
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returned to France by our Office of Restitution 
were sold at public auction by the French Gov- 
ernment instead of being returned to their alleged 
owners, which is a rather clear admission that 
the French Government believed the horses to 
have been legally sold to the Germans in the first 
instance. 


Papers Were Confiscated 


RITISH behavior in this matter also leaves 
much to be desired. 


The Germany Jockey Club, for years a private 
club known as the Union Club, operated the Stud 
Book and ran racing in Germany. After World 
War I this Union Club, with all its records and 
personnel, was absorbed into the Department of 
Agriculture. The present registrar, Mr. Kram-. 
mer, has been in office for thirty years. When 
the bombing became too severe, the office was 
moved from Berlin, and is at present in Bad Harz- 
burg in the British Zone. So we had all the Thor- 
oughbreds; the British had all the papers for 
them. 


Last September (1945), at about the time of 
the first shipment to America, a British colonel 
confiscated from the office of the German Jockey 
Club all papers on all foreign-born Thoroughbreds 
and on all Thoroughbreds born in Germany dur- 
ing the war. 

The British have protested our removal of the 
Thoroughbreds from Germany and are attempting 
to prevent their registry in our Stud Book. Under

these circumstances it is worth noting that they 
took over all the Hanoverian breed of horses on 
the national studs in their zone—roughly between 
two and three thousand stallions. It is true that 
most of them will not be shipped to England, for 
England is already horse poor. 

Just what the British colonel hoped to accom- 
plish by his confiscation of the registration papers, 
it is difficult to say. Fortunately, Germany is a 
small country with relatively few Thoroughbred 
horses, and these known intimately to the repre- 
sentatives of the Jockey Club, who inspect all 
horses wherever registered. It was therefore 
a simple matter to re-register the Thoroughbreds 
from the records at the well-established stud 
farms. 


Export Certificates Obtained 


OLONEL HAMILTON now has in his posses- 

sion an export certificate from the German 
Jockey Club on each individual horse shipped. He 
has an excellent photo of each horse, with an 
affidavit of identity signed by the studmaster of 
each farm. And he has in America people who 
have known these horses intimately for years. 

To the Arabs, the half-breds, and the Lippiz- 
zaners that were imported, registry in American 
stud books is not vitally necessary. But to the 
Thoroughbreds it means a great deal, for neither 
they nor their progeny may be admitted to the 
testing ground for running horses without it. It 
is to be hoped that the New York Jockey Club 
will not be swayed by the self-interested argu- 
ments of the British and the French. 

There is no reasonable doubt concerning the 
identity of these Thoroughbreds. There is no 
reasonable legal or ethical objection to the meth- 
ods by which the Remount acquired them. It 
would seem, therefore, that justice to the Re- 
mount, to the Thoroughbred breeders of America, 
and to the horses themselves requires that they 
be recognized in the Thoroughbred registry of 
this country.

"This Horse Can Beat Stymie" 


In his column in the New York Journal-Amer- 
ican of November 2, Frank Graham reported an 
interview he had with Trainer Max Hirsch after 
Assault’s victory in the Pimlico Special:

After 
that, he’s yours.’

Pinturera Wins 
The Argentine Oaks

She Beats Miss Alesia 


RIO DE JANEIRO, September 28 

HIS dispatch deals with several events run in 

this part of the racing world, some of them 
important, others not. Among them is the Ar- 
gentine Oaks, which added confusion to the juve- 
nile fillies’ scene in that country, with the pre- 
vious leaders being displaced by a newcomer. 

On September 15, the Clasico Seleccion (Argen- 
tine Oaks), over 2,200 meters (about 1 mile, 3 
furlongs), worth 30,000 pesos to the winner, was 
presented at the old Palermo track. From its field 
was absent Nina Bruja, one of the co-holders of 
leadership among juvenile fillies, but the other, 
Miss Alesia, was a starter and the favorite. Both 
had dead-heated in the Polla de Potrancas (Ar- 
gentine One Thousand Guineas) and they had a 
question to settle. However, Niha Bruja was not 
entered. Second choice was L’Amorosa, a daugh- 
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ter of Hunter’s Moon, ridden by the great jockey 
Ireneo Leguisamo. 

The favorite made the pace until the field en- 
tered into the stretch for the run home. Then, 
came with a fine rush the filly Pinturera, under 
L. Rios’ urging, took the lead and resisted well 
the late attack of L’Amorosa, winning by 1% 
lengths, with something left. Miss Alesia was 
third by the same distance, followed by Hurona, 
Haiderabad, Senigaglia and Patrie, whose rider 
fell. Time, 2:18, over a slow track. 

Miss Alesia was the favorite, but her backers 
were afraid something wrong could happen. Her 
workouts in the week before the race had not been 
good and indicated she was not at her best. In- 
cidentally, it was announced the Seleccion was 
her last start in Argentina, she having been pur- 
chased for North America. However, Pinturera’s 
win was a genuine one. This filly, owned by Sis- 
ley Stable, finished with a fine speed, showing 
distance doesn’t bother her. Perhaps she is at least 
the champion of her sex in this year’s juveniles, 
but she has to confirm it, for juvenile fillies of 
1946 in Argentina have been none too solid in 
leadership.

Aden Wins Under 134 


N the same day, a 1,600-meter handicap mark- 

ed the return to action of that fine miler, 
Aden, under 134 pounds. He was favorite and 
winner, by a head, from another good miler, Pelu- 
quero (127%), with Smack (119) another head 
back. Time, 1:37%5. Aden is a son of Rustom 
Pasha—Anapa, by Copyright. 

Also at Palermo, on September 22, was pre- 
sented the Clasico Francisco J. Beazley, for fillies 
and mares, with a field of eight. Favorite was 
Camarilla, but the winner was La Guiche, a 4- 
year-old brown mare by Meadow—Lastimera, by 
Lombardo. La Guiche is owned by the Primero 
de Enero Stable and won by a neck from the fay- 
orite, which finished a head in front of Donna 
Bianca. Time, 1:37, over a slow track. 

Although it was not a stakes, the Staffora Han- 
dicap, over 2,500 meters, the same distance of the 
Argentine Derby, was the race of the day. It 
was so because in that race the colt, Caburé, one 
of the highly regarded candidates to the Derby, 
would be presented in a real trial against one of 
the best colts of his generation, Academico, which 
unluckily enough was not entered in time for the 
Derby. Academico carried 121 pounds and Caburé 
119, while the only other starter, Batifondo, ran 
under 110 pounds. Academico was the favorite, 
and won by three lengths from Caburé, in 2:40, 
while Batifondo finished in the ruck. The winner 
showed a complete superiority and thus _horse- 
men in Argentina began talking of the impor- 
tance of a clash between the Derby-winner-to- 
come and Academico, before establishing which is 
the leader of the generation. Academico is a son 
of Sind out of Belotte, by Congreve. 


Goyo Stays Well 


N September 15, in Brazil, was presented the 

Grande Premio Guanabara, over 3,000 meters 
(15 furlongs), for 4-year-olds and up, and in its 
field were two Brazilian St. Leger winners, Ty- 
phoon (1945) and Goyo (1946). There was also 
the 1945 runner-up, that good stayer Eldorado. 
Typhoon also had been the winner of the 1945 re- 
newal of the Guanabara, with Eldorado second. 
The race thus promised a good contest, especially 
because, although considered much superior to 
his opponents, Goyo is touched in his wind, and 
the distance could finish him. However, this 
was not the case. Bacharel was the early 
pacemaker, with Goyo a good third. When the 
field entered into the back stretch, the good miler 
Salmon took the lead, and the pace, slow in the 
early stages, began to quicken, for Goyo’s rider, 
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R. Freitas, menaced the leaders and these tried 
to escape. 

It was no use, however, for Goyo beat Salmon 
when they entered into the final stretch. Then, 
suddenly, Typhoon was asked by his jockey O. 
Ulloa to give his characteristic rush, and made it, 
followed by Eldorado. There was a moment of 
anxiety for Goyo’s backers, but the chestnut horse 
resisted gamely, with speed in reserve, and won 
by 142 lengths, with Typhoon second the same 
distance ahead of Eldorado. Time, 3:1125, which 
was poor, for the track was very fast. However, 
the pace was very slow in the early stages and 
there was a strong wind against horses in the 
stretch and for about two-thirds of the race. Goyo, 
undoubtedly a very classy horse, is owned by E. T. 
Fernandes and is a son of Formastérus out of 
Merobi, by Taciturno, and won previously this 
year the Brazilian Two Thousand, was second in 
the Brazilian Derby, won the Grande Premio 
Dezesseis de Julho, won the Brazilian St. Leger. 

I think he is the best horse in this country up to 
1% miles, but from then up Miron and Zorro may 
beat him always. The reason is, of course, his 
bad wind. If it weren’t for that, I guess Goyo 
would be invincible over every distance in Brazil. 


Brilliant Filly 


AVEA presented on September 22 its import- 

ant Grande Premio F. V. de Paula Machado, 
over 1,600 meters (about one mile), the Fillies’ 
Criterium, for juvenile fillies. The race was to 
have three unbeaten starters in its field, but Giovi- 
nezza, undefeated champion filly at Cidade Jar- 
dim, was withdrawn because she wasn’t at her 
best. In any case, I don’t think she would be 
capable of winning, for I rate her class much in- 
ferior to that of the other two, Garbosa II, and 
Hainan. The former was the favorite, although 
Hainan had the aid of a fast stablemate, Hema- 
tite. The later made the pace, a strong one, while 
Hainan was third and Garbosa II fourth, both 
very easily. 

When the field entered into the stretch, Hainan 
was asked by her rider and passed her stablemate 
with a burst of speed. However, L. Rigoni, on 
Garbosa II, sent his filly up and they were head- 
to-head one furlong from home, while the huge 
crowd was enthusiastic. The struggle, however, 
finished then, for Garbosa II had something move 
inreserve and won by a head. Hematite finished 
third, four lengths back, and the time was 1:374. 

There are no more doubts as to the class of 
Garbosa II. She remained unbeaten through five 
starts, four of them stakes, and beat a real good 
filly in Hainan. In fact, I think this year’s juve- 
niles in Brazil are a very good crop in both the 
colt and filly divisions. After the race, Mr. J. 
Buarque de Macedo, owner of Garbosa II, said she 
will be presented in the Grande Criterium, of Oc- 
tober, against the champion colt, Holkar, instead 
of being shipped to Argentina. After the last 
stakes of this year, then, Garbosa II will be sent 
to Argentina to compete with the best fillies and 
mares there in 1947 for her sex leadership in 
South America. She is a daughter of Tintoretto 
out of Lolita, by Ksar. 
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Surprising Result 


T Maronas, in Uruguay, on September 15 was_ 

offered the Clasico General Artigas, over. 
3,000 meters (about 15 furlongs), and in the field 
was the champion weight-for-age horse of Uru- 
guay, Cantaro, back from an unsuccessful trip to 
Argentina. Cantaro was considered the best stayer 
of recent years in Uruguay, and although his pre- 
vious outing in his country was unlucky, for he 
lost to Latigo, the fact that the race was over 
2,000 meters only, was regarded as a good ex- 
planation. Thus he was favorite for the General 
Artigas. The pacemaker was Chon, followed by 
Cantaro, Mingo and Latigo. He came easily un- 
til they entered into the stretch, when he was nine 
lengths in front. Then, Cantaro and Latigo at- 
tacked him, but he was good enough to win by 
four lengths from the favorite, which beat Latigo 
only a neck, while Mingo was fourth and last. 
Time, 3:1545, a very bad one. 

The result was surprising, for Chon, one week 
before, had been third in a handicap, beaten by 
second-flight handicappers. Perhaps there was an 
error of Cantaro’s jockey, leaving Chon at ease 
in front until the stretch was reached, but we 
must recall Chon wasn’t regarded as a strong con- 
tender. In any case, the fact that Latigo finished 
only a neck behind Cantaro over 3,000 meters is 
an indication that the latter is not at his best, or, 
at least, he is not running now up to his true 
standard of staying class. 


Chon, the winner, is a son of Chicarro—Frente 
Blanca, by Nacar, an unfashionable pedigree. He 
is owned by M. Alicia Stable and may be asked 
to confirm his victory very soon, against Cantaro, 
Latigo and Chasquillo, the later a last-minute 
withdrawal from the field of the Clasico General 
Artigas. 

On September 22, Cervantes, a son of Mazarino 
(by Congreve) out of Certera, by Radieux, bred 
in Argentina, whose withdrawal was_ resolved 
from the Clasico Produccion Nacional, of 2,300 
meters (about 11% furlongs), for 3-year-old colts, 
not only was presented to run but also responded 
to his favoritism, winning by a neck from Cros- 
ley, while Perico Carioca finished third, four 
lengths back. Cervantes won in 2:25 for the dis- 
tance, under M. Liguniana’s riding, and is owned 
by Godoy Stable. After the race it was announced 
he would be shipped to Palermo, for the Argen- 
tine Derby, but later on his stable resolved not to 
race Cervantes against the best colts of Argen- 
tina. The fact is that apparently this years’ juve- 
niles in Uruguay are not very classy.

Now 
things will begin with a suspension as soon as any 
alkaloid reaction is found in the saliva test. The 
suspension may be used against the owner too, 
and may be turned into disqualification and ruling 
off of the Turf.

HE winner’s circle is a familiar sight to Jack 

Skinner, the steeplechase trainer. He rode 
into it himself aboard four Virginia Gold Cup 
winners, four Middleburg Hunt Cup winners and 
one winner of the Maryland Hunt Cup. He has 
trained many a good Thoroughbred right into 
the charmed circles of all the eastern race tracks 
where steeplechasing is still on the day’s racing 
eard. 

Jack Skinner was the leading steeplechase 
trainer of 1944 in the number of races won, with 
22 to the credit of the Rokeby Stable, for which 
he trains. Right now he has another week of 
racing to go at Pimlico before he settles down for 
a winter of hunting in his native Virginia. The 
Skinner charges will be seen over the jump course 
often during the fall meeting at the Maryland 
Jockey Club oval, and American Way and Genan- 
coke were entered in the Battleship Steeplechase 
Handicap, with that pair and also Caddie eligi- 
ble for the Manly Steeplechase on November 12. 

The fact that Jack Skinner began to ride when 
he was “so high” or at about seven, is not sur- 
prising in the Skinner family. The trainer’s 
brother Jim hunts and buys horses, and their fa- 
ther, James H. Skinner, says that the family in- 
terest in horses goes back many generations. Jack 
Skinner, who always stays at the Old Pimlico 
clubhouse during the meeting, has seen the now- 
famous letter from Andrew Jackson to the 1831 
corresponding secretary of the Maryland Jockey 
Club, one J. S. Skinner. An aged aunt of Jack 
Skinner said the Maryland Jockey Club Skinner 
was an ancestor, and promised to trace the rela- 
tionship, but she died before she completed her 
investigation into the family history. 

Whatever his connection with Pimlico in the 
past, Skinner is a staunch supporter of the Mary- 
land track, where he once competed as an ama- 
teur rider in a Billy Barton Handicap. However, 
he doesn’t blame the course for his failure as a 
rider on that occasion. He says the Maryland 
Jockey Club steeplechase course is the best cared 
for in the country. “It has fewer holes and more 
grass than any other course. People here care 
what happens to your horse, it seems. Why, I 
had to come here one day in July and the sprink- 


ling system was drenching the steeplechase 
course. On most tracks they forget the infield 


until just a few days before the next meeting. 
You can’t keep a good course that way.” 

At home, Skinner keeps up a five-acre place 
where he lives, and two large farms. He expects 
to have the Rokeby Stable horses and many year- 
lings to winter there. He and Mrs. Skinner, an- 
other Virginian and a daughter of Perey Evans, 
a great horseman, figured that they would have 
eighty horses to take care of between now and 
spring racing. But winter work won’t keep this 
former amateur rider from hunting at least three 
days a week. 

If Stymie should pick up the money he needs to 
be the all-time leading money winner of the turf, 
Skinner will have a gold plated Thoroughbred 
wintering at his Middleburg farm. Hirsch Ja-

cobs sends many of his horses, including year- 
lings, to Skinner for the winner. 

One of Skinner’s favorite horses of all time is 
Soissons, on which he won the Maryland Hunt 
Cup for 1931, and the Virginia Gold Cup in 1930. 
He also trained Soissons for the Flying Horse 
Farms at Hamilton, Mass. Soissons, now about 
25, is happily retired, Skinner hears, and the fine 
horse rides the children in the family around the 
farmyard. After seven successful years with 
Flying Horse Farms, Skinner took over Paul 
Mellon’s Rokeby horses in 1937, the year also in 
which he retired from steeplechase riding.

Record Shipment to Hipodromo 


The arrival of a trainload of 180 Thorough- 
breds has filled almost all the stalls at the Hipo- 
dromo de las Americas, which opened its 85-day 
winter meeting on October 12. The horses came 
from Wheeling Downs and Beulah Park. It took 
twelve cars to haul this valuable cargo to Mexico 
City, and it was the largest single train-load of 
Thoroughbreds ever to cross the Rio Grande. The 
special train was made up by L. H. Van Zandt, 
racing secretary, who flew to Columbus to ar- 
range for the shipment. A special engine was 
necessary to haul the long train from Neuvo 
Laredo on the Mexican border to the Hipodromo.

The Future is Promising 


ACING in British Columbia had been pretty 

much in the doldrums in recent years, but 
all this is now being changed. The race tracks 
are being improved, the bloodstock is getting 
more quality, and a promising future is ahead for 
the Thoroughbred. 

In Vancouver, British Columbia’s largest city, 
there are three tracks—Brighouse Park, Lans- 
downe Park, and Hastings Park. The last is a 
half-miler. Late in 1945, a syndicate headed by 
F. Ronald Graham, called the British Columbia 
Turf and Country Club, purchased both mile 
tracks, and S. W. Randall retained control of 
Hastings Park. 

By law, each Canadian track is restricted to 
two weeks’ racing a year. During the war a track 
could use its charter to run its meeting at any 
provincial track where it could make arrange- 
ments to do so. Thus, when gas was rationed, 
the Lansdowne and Brighouse meetings were held 
at Hastings Park, which is the most accessible 
to a main street car line; although in 1945 one 
week of the Lansdowne meeting was held at 
the home track. 

Apparently the government is going to con- 
tinue its policy of letting a track use its charter

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wherever it desires. So now the important point 
seems to be not how many tracks there are, but 
how many charters there are, and new ones have 
not been issued for years. 

This past summer the newly formed B. C. Turf 
and Country Club held its two weeks at Lans- 
downe, and then ran Brighouse Park’s two weeks 
at the same track. The new association did a 
creditable job in its first season of operation. 


There were many improvements, such as 180 
boxes added, a Turf Club built on top of the club- 
house, jockey’s quarters re-done, and two new 
barns built, just to mention a few. 

Stakes were upped, the $7,500 British Columbia 
Championship inaugurated this year being the sec- 
ond-richest purse in Canada. (The King’s Plate 
run at Woodbine is the richest). 

But the B. C. Turf and Country Club has even 
bigger plans. Eventually Lansdowne will be used 
as a training track only, and all the racing will 
be held at Brighouse Park, which is only a quarter 
of a mile away. Here everything will be torn 
down, except the track, which is said to be “one 
of the best on the continent.” The ramshackle 
old stables will be replaced, and the grandstand 
and clubhouse will be completely rebuilt. It will 
be several years before materials will be avail- 
able for this, and Lansdowne will be used for rac- 
ing in the meantime. 


Improvements at Hastings Park 


ITH so much activity at the two tracks of 
the new association, Mr. Randall, in control 
of Hastings Park, is not being outdone. For the 


racing at his track last summer some new con- 
crete barns were built, the grandstand extended, 
and the clubhouse enlarged. Next year the track 
will be lengthened to five furlongs.

an oval, this track has always been very popular 
with the public, because it is so near main street 
car lines, and because the fans get such a close 
view of the horses all around the track. 

Eventually the B. C. Turf and Country Club 
will hold five weeks’ racing at the main track, 
They are allowed two weeks’ racing on the Brig. 
house charter, two weeks on the Lansdowne char- 
ter, and one week on a charter purchased from 
the Chilliwack Exhibition Association (or county 
fair, as it would be called in the States). And 
at present the B. C. Turf Club is competing with 
the Randall interests to purchase a track in Vic- 
toria. Whoever gets it will have a charter for 
two more weeks of racing at their disposal. As 
Mr. Randall has a lease on the property in ques- 
tion, he has three months to match any offer any 
other organization makes for it. Then, as the 
property is owned by the municipality, the tax- 
payers have to vote to approve the sale. 

If the B. C. Turf Club is able to purchase this 
Victoria track, the charter probably will be used 
to add two more weeks to their Vancouver Rac- 
ing dates, making a total of seven weeks for 
them. If, however, Mr. Randall succeeds in pur- 
chasing this track, he will probably divide its 
dates between Hastings Park and another track 
he controls in Victoria. At any rate, it looks 
like bigger and better racing for British Columbia, 


*Mafosta a Local Favorite 


ITH better equipment and more racing days 

available, the next thing to be accomplished 
is an improvement in the class of horses. It is 
not uncommon to find three or four 10-year-old 
or older horses in a race in Vancouver. The Van- 
couver tracks are operating at the same time as 
Hollywood Park or Del Mar in California, and 
Longacres, just 140 miles away in Seattle, and 
these tracks get most of the better horses. In 
fact some of the Vancouver-owned stables pre- 
ferred to race at Longacres instead of in their 
own Province this year, and only shipped North 
for some of the richer handicaps. (But some of 
the loyal Canadians retaliated by making raids 
across the border with their stock, and as a re- 
sult, some of the Longacres handicaps went to 
Vancouver-raced horses.) 

Another drawback to getting top horses in 
British Columbia is that owners did not want to 
ship North for such short meetings as were held 
in the past, especially since the purses were larger 
in the South. Moreover, Western-Canada-breds 
were given a five-pound allowance in open races, 
which of course discourages outside competition. 

However, the class of Vancouver’s racing this 
summer was the best it has been since the main 
string of the A. C. T. Stock Farm was there in 
1936. This year C. S. Howard, one of the stock- 
holders of the B. C. Turf and Country Club, sent 
up a small string headed by the stakes winner 
“Civil Code. He did not win up there, but sev- 
eral of the other Howard horses did well. 

But it was *Mafosta that was the horse of the 
year up there, even though he was a big disap- 
pointment both times he started for the home-

town folk. He is owned by F. Ronald Graham, 
president of the B. C. Turf and Country Club. Mr. 
Graham, who moved to Vancouver from Montreal 
about five years ago, recently became interested 
in Thoroughbreds. Colonel Thorne, who manages 
Mr. Graham’s racing interests, purchased the 
Irish-bred 4-year-old in California last February, 
paying a reported $25,000 for him. After his two 
unsuccessful tries at Vancouver, he was vanned 
down to Longacres, where he won the Speed Han- 
dicap of six furlongs, equaling the North Ameri- 
ean record of 1:09%. Now the Vancouver public 
hasn’t had as much interest in a horse since the 
days of Indian Broom’s victories. 

*Mafosta will be campaigned in California this 
winter. He is a racy-looking chestnut, with one 
of the best dispositions ever seen in a stallion. He 
has yet to prove that he can go a distance, and 
although it is rumored that he liked a long race 
in Ireland, no one seems to have checked up on it 
and given the details out for public consumption. 

Mr. Graham plans to start a breeding farm in 
British Columbia, and eventually *Mafosta will 
be at the head of it. This owner is continuing to 
add to his stable, having bought the promising 2- 
year-old Art Gallery, by Exhibit, from C. S. How- 
ard for $12,000 a few months ago. 


About 25 Stallions Available 


7 breeding stock in British Columbia leaves 
a good deal to be desired, although it is grad- 
ually improving. But it is not unusual to race 
mares until they are nine or ten before using 
them in the stud. Not much attention is paid to 
“fashionable” bloodlines—but then none of the 
horses are bred for the market. Last year there 
were two Stimulus mares racing up there, for ex- 
ample, and no one bothered to pick them up, al- 
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though at least one of them probably could have 
been bought for around $800. This year a few 
breeders showed interest in her and she was sold 
in August to a local breeder for $3,500—cheap 
for a young Stimulus mare of even little class 
these days. 

The other Stimulus mare racing in Vancouver 
last year was Lone (Stimulus—Guiding Light, by 
*Sir Gallahad III). She ran in allowance races, 
usually for horses worth about $1,200. This win- 
ter Snow Boots set a world’s record for 1%e6 
miles at Santa Anita, and the owner of Lone dis- 
covered that he had a full sister to this stakes 
winner. She was sent down to California, and 
the last reported price on her was $15,000. 

There are about 25 Thoroughbred stallions in 
use in this province. Approximately half of them 
are American-bred, four are Canadian-bred, and 
the rest are imported. Last year’s leading stal- 
lion was Dolan (*Huon—Rocking Chair, by *Og- 
den), with Gallator (Gallant Fox—Torrential, by 
St. James) second. 


From rough tabulations, it looks as though Gal- 
lator will be in the lead as a sire this year, -but 
his days as a sire for Thoroughbreds seem to be 
over. He now is at a cattle ranch in the interior 
of British Columbia, and probably will be used 
solely as a sire of half-bred stock horses. 

Some of the stallions up here are at very re- 
mote localities, are never bred to anything but 
the home mares, and frequently very few of 
those are Thoroughbreds. For instance, Little 
Argo, by *Happy Argo, out of Flower Girl, by 
Pennant is located, with two Thoroughbred mares, 
at a ranch near Bella Coola. A sportswriter made 
some remark about this being a pretty isolated

You Find 'Em Everywhere 


N a recent Northern trip, this writer drove 

about 350 miles north of Vancouver to Clin- 
ton. Fourteen miles north of here we turned off 
the highway (??) ...I1 was going to say onto 
a dirt road, but then the highway was a dirt road 
too... onto practically a wagon road. After 20 
miles of that we turned onto the ranch road which 
is best described by saying that it took us two 
hours to get ten miles to the lodge where we were 
staying. It was on a friend’s 350,000-acre ranch, 
and one day we drove (over more dirt roads) 25 
miles to the ranch headquarters. 

Here, to my great surprise, was a Kentucky- 
bred Thoroughbred stallion. I don’t know how he 
ever got in there, but I’m sure it wasn’t behind 
a close-to-the-ground Buick (if Mr. Howard reads 
this, I’m only kidding!) such as ours. This stal- 
lion was Southern Way, by *Monk’s Way out of 
Southern Kiss, by Peter Pan. He is bred to the 
three Thoroughbred mares up there, and to many 
of the range mares to improve the grade of stock 
horses. The Thoroughbreds, excluding the stal- 
lion, are on the range except during the worst 
part of the winter (when it has gone down to i 
below, although that is unusual) when they are 
stabled and grain fed. 

The foals are kept at the ranch until they are 
2-year-olds, when they are sent to Vancouver for 
training. This ranch was a fascinating place, and 
one that would silence people who say that Thor- 
oughbreds must be greatly pampered. 

However, many of the Thoroughbred farms are 
readily accessible, and several very completely 
equipped for raising good horses. With so much 
renewed activity in racing in British Columbia, 
this province should produce some first-clasi 
horses before long.

Royal Gem, Shannon 
Run Brilliantly 


And Carry Weight 


MELBOURNE, October 14 


ERNBOROUGH made his score 15 wins in a 

row when he won the Caulfield Stakes, a 
weight-for-age race of nine furlongs, in a hand 
canter at Caulfield on Saturday when the Caul- 
field Cup meeting was opened. When I say a hand 
canter I mean it, as his rider, Mulley, eased him 
up in the last furlong to win in championship 
fashion from Columnist (by Genetout) and the 
much-improved New Zealand mare, First In (by 
Siegfried). 

But there is a shadow on the horizon for Bern- 
borough, son of Emborough by the mighty Gains- 
borough from which it is thought our grand horse 
gets all his greatness. 

And the shadow? It’s a horse named Shannon 
which I wrote about in my last letter as having 
astounded us all by running a mile at Randwick 
on October 7 in 1:34% with 129 pounds, and 
Darby Munro on his back. 

Well, at much the same time as Bernborough 
was winning the Caulfield Stakes in Melbourne, 
Shannon was putting on another grand show 600 
miles away in Sydney. He was produced again 
for the King’s Cup which was revived for the 
first time since 1939. It has a maximum weight 
of 131 pounds, is run over 1% miles, and the 
owner of the winner receives a gold cup presented 
by His Majesty the King. 

Shannon literally bolted in with the King’s Cup, 
carrying 131 and Darby Munro, and he ran the 
12 furlongs in the excellent time of 2:29%4, fast- 
est in the King’s Cup series. Shannon (by Mid- 
stream) simply outstayed good horses in Flight 
(by Royal Step) and Good Idea (by Marconi- 
gram) to win as he liked by four lengths, so with 
him and Bernborough, Australia has an embar- 
rassment of riches with two such outstanding 
champions. But unfortunately there is no chance 
of their meeting until next February or March. 

Peter Riddle, owner-trainer of Shannon, is 4 
sick man and he considers his horse has done 
enough for the time being. Shannon is to be 
spelled immediately and then placed in training 
to tackle Bernborough in the autumn. The con- 
ditions will be in favor of Shannon as he is only 
a 5-year-old and Bernborough is heading for 
eight. 

Anyway, the form of the pair is so good that 
either could win the Santa Anita Handicap with- 
out much trouble, particularly when your lenient 
scale of weights is placed alongside ours. 

In the Caulfield Stakes on Saturday Bernbor- 
ough pulled himself to the front at the half-mile 
and merely strode on to effortless victory, run-

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ning his nine furlongs in the fine time of 1:50, a 
course record for Caulfield. If pushed out he 
could have eclipsed the Australian record for the 
distance standing to the credit of Fujisan (by 
Valais, sire of Heroic) since 1926. 

Fujisan did it in 1:49%4 at Brisbane (Queens- 
land), and he once won a sprint race—it was the 
Railway Highweight Handicap at Flemington on 
a Melbourne Cup day—with 172 in the saddle. 
And he won it by lengths! 


Royal Gem Shines 


FTEN you have read of the good deeds of 
Royal Gem (by Dhoti) and you must hear of 
him again. At Caulfield on Saturday, October 
12, he was weighted at 129 for the Toorak Handi- 
cap, a mile race worth £1,500. Backed from 4- 
to-1 to 9-to-4, he was never farther back than sec- 
ond and won brilliantly. His time for the mile 
was 1:37. Royal Gem opposes Bernborough in 
the Caulfield Cup of £6,750 on Saturday next— 
October 19—but if the track is in form and the 
hazards of the race not against him, I think 
Bernborough will stroll in. Anyway, you will 
know the result before this appears in print. 
(Royal Gem defeated Bernborough in the Caul- 
field Cup, winning by a neck over Columnist, with 
Two Grand third. Bernborough was fifth.)

He had a shocking run and did 
well to get as close as he did. He will nearly win 
the classic at Flemington on November 2. 

A. O. Romano, owner of Bernborough, gave 
3,100 guineas for an Ajax—Highness filly at the 
last Sydney sales, and already she owes him 
nothing. On Saturday, Romano backed her for 
nearly £5,000 and as the purse was worth £1,000, 
it gave him much pleasure to see the filly capture 
the Debutante Stakes (2-year-old fillies) in good 
style. She ran the half mile in :48. 

In the Debutante Stakes (colts and geldings) 
Romano played up some of his winnings on Ca- 
ruso, a Le Grand Duce colt for which he gave 
4,300 guineas. Caruso ran very greenly, other- 
wise he would have readily beaten the winner, 
Denhoti, a speedy colt by Dhoti. 

Royal Gem, which was bred by his owner, 
George Badman, has now won almost £15,000 in 
stakes while Bernborough’s tally is £25,416. This 
is now the Monday before the Caulfield Cup and 
Bernborough is a 6-to-4 favorite for the big race. 
Some bookmakers say he will start even shorter, 
Manfred (by Valais) and a magnificent galloper, 
started at 5 to 4 when he won his Caulfield Cup 
about 20 years ago, and no horse has started at a 
shorter price for it. 

At Randwick on October 12 the New Zealand 
sire, Nizami, was represented by two good win- 
ners in Deep Sea and Hiraji. 

In my last letter I told you of a woman invest- 
ing £6,000 in cash on Bernborough in the Mel- 
bourne Stakes at Flemington on October 5. She 
bobbed up again at Caulfield on Saturday, and 
betting like the Corinthians of England in the 
days of White’s, she laid £4,500 to £450 on in one 
hand with bookmaker Fred Speak. This was 
10 to 1 on but later other backers could lay 7 to 
1. Another backer, a man, laid £4,000 to £500 at 
8 to 1 on.

Shannon at the post. He claimed he never say 
him out of line and, of course, his explanation was 
accepted. 

Anyway, just by how far Shannon shoul 
have won the Epsom was proved two days late 
with his record-shattering performance in win. 
ning the George Main Stakes in championship 
style. 

Shannon was opposed by Flight, our best race 
mare, and two others but none of them need have 
started as Shannon merely waited on Flight—she 
ran Bernborough to a nose a few months ago—ty 
the turn and dashed away to win by six lengths, 

His time of 1:34% is a record for Australig 
and New Zealand. The previous best was 1:34°, 
standing to the credit of Amiable (by Lord War. 
den). She made her time at Flemington (Meél- 
bourne) in beating Ajax and High Caste. 

Of course, everyone now wants Shannon t 
tackle Bernborough, and if they do meet over a 
mile I think Shannon will be favorite. 

He is only a 4-year-old, whereas “Bernie,” as 
we call him, is rising eight. 

Whether they will meet during the spring rac- 
ing in Melbourne is problematical, but because 
Peter Riddle, owner and trainer of Shannon, is a 
sick man, he does not want to make the trip from 
Sydney to Melbourne either with or without Shan- 
non. 

Shannon got close to breaking the world record 
for a mile held by your grand horse, Equipoise, 
who made out 1:34% at Chicago in 1932. Sha- 
non won by six lengths, pulling up, after being 
last away. The pace was a cracker from the up- 
lift of the barrier tapes as they flew over the first 
four furlongs in :47 and the last half in :47%. 
Shannon excelled himself by running his last 
seven furlongs at the jet-propelled speed 0 
1:21%, which is better than the Australian ree- 
ord for that distance. 

Flight is a good mare, but Shannon treated her 
like a novice. What races will be chosen for 
Shannon for the remainder of the spring remains 
to be seen, but he certainly has taken a lot of the 
limelight from Bernborough. We are lucky i! 
having two real champions in top form and it 
will be a case of closing the gates if they clash 
in Melbourne this spring. 

Between Shannon’s unfortunate Epsom Hanti- 
cap on October 5 and his George Main Stakes 
race two days later, news of his great Epsom 
effort had been flashed to the United States. 
the Sunday between the two races the radio tele: 
phone was in use from San Francisco asking @ 
Sydney man to purchase Shannon for America. 
No name was disclosed but perhaps it was Louls 
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Bay colt by Flint Shot out of Bottom Dollar, by *North Star III.

Longchamp Holds 
Interesting Meeting 


Djebel's 2-Year-Olds Run Well 


Paris, October 1 

HE second meeting at Chantilly ordinarily 

succeeds the meeting at Deauville on the rac- 
ing calendar, but as the Condes track still re- 
mains closed this year, Longchamp reopened its 
doors on the first of September, although usually 
it does not open until the 15th. 

The September meeting as a rule is one of the 
most interesting. Numerous races are a reaffirm- 
ing test of Deauville’s performances for the 
younger horses. The Prix Royal Oak, Prix Ver- 
meille, and Prix Henry Delamarre are the occa- 
sion of new meetings among the 3-year-olds, and 
the older horses have plenty of opportunity to 
try their talents before the great October events. 

The produce of Djebel continues to head the 2- 
year-olds. On September 1 Marcel Boussac’s 
Djelal won by three lengths the classic 1,000- 
meter (5 furlongs) Prix La Rochette, but three 
weeks later on the same distance in the Biennal 
de Maisons-Laffitte, this same Djelal and _ two 
others by Djebel, Le Lavandou and Clarion, un- 
til then unbeaten, finished in this order behind 
the 3-year-old Beree. 

The result was variously greeted, but it must 
be remembered that Beree is a 1,000-meter spe- 
cialist (he ran the 5 furlongs in :58) and that the 
rest doubtless have other aptitudes. 

But Clarion’s finishing last was very deceiving. 
Of the other Djebel winners during September, 
there were Marcel Boussac’s Djerba and Djama, 
respective winners of the Prix de Sylvie and Prix 
de Sablonville (1,000 meters, 200,000 francs). 
Bearing the same famous silks, Windorah, daugh- 
ter of Tourbillon, and considered until then one 
of the first fillies of her generation, caused a great 
disappointment when she failed completely in the 
Prix de Villiers (7 furlongs, 200,000 franes) and 
the Prix Herod (7 furlongs, 200,000 francs). The 
first race was won by Monsieur Lainel’s Lua, by 
Lovelace, and the second by Procureuse, by Prince 
Rose—Macreuse, owned by Ernest Masurel. 

But the most important revelation of the 
month, as far as 2-year-olds were concerned, 
was made by Mr. Boussac’s Sandjar, who won by 
five lengths the Criterium de Maisons Laffitte 
(6% furlongs, 200,000 franes) in front of Lusig- 
neul, Balaton, and Orient Express. Previous to 
that he had started only once, in the Poule des 
Deux Ans, failing by a short head against Tour- 
ment. He is a son of Goya, whose other produce 
Oman, Flag, and Aleoran, also won in September.

Souverain Repeats 


S far as the 3-year-olds are concerned, results 

have completely confirmed the spring races 
to the great satisfaction of all sportsmen. The 
Royal Oak (17% miles, 1,000,000 frances) is the 
exact replica of the Grand Prix de Paris. In June 
the outsider Souverain had only beaten Prince 
Chevalier by the shortest head; this time he won 
decisively by three-quarters of a length, and it 
has to be admitted that for the distance he is the 
best horse of his generation, which is not sur- 
prising, as by his sire, Maravedis, he goes to Mas- 
sine, a crack horse at a route, winning the Ascot 
Gold Cup. 
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The Boussac horse Goyama finished third, proy- 
ing that by his inbreeding with Bruleur, he could 
run the distance in spite of his dam, Devineress, 
which up to now had only produced sprinters. Don 
Jose showed great progress by taking fourth, but 
Baron de Waldner’s Felix, which had just won 
the Prix de Bois Roussel for 3-year-olds and up- 
ward, ran badly, due to the slow pace. 
shipped to Ascot, however. 

Pirette, brilliant winner of the Prix de Diane, 
gave six pounds to her rivals in the Prix Ver- 
meille (1% miles, 600,000 frances) to win by a 
short head from Pastourelle. Alborada, which 
made the pace for the Boussac stable, took third 
place, but his stablemate, Callais, finished no- 
where. 

The running of the Prix Henry Delamarre 
(1% miles, 500,000 franes) saw Don Jose and 
Pastourelle made favorites but Mr. Goudchaux’s 
Vandale (Plassy—Vanille) (four starts, three 
wins, and a second to Nirgal) won in front of 
Elseneur, which gave him weight, Pastourelle 
and Don Jose. 

Nirgal ran a pretty good race in the St. Leger 
at Doncaster on September 11. He finished sixth 
after being in the lead 250 meters from the finish. 
He may do better in the classic King George VI 
Stakes in spite of the longer distance. [Note— 
Souverain won.] France will have a strong rep-

Wisner and Small Change 


A few years ago Ripley published a Believe It 
or Not to the effect that Jockey Don Meade had 
ridden the horse Early Delivery to twenty-one 
victories. Trainer Bowes J. Bond and Jockey 
Vernon Wisner were somewhat amused when they 
noted the item, and sat down to figure out just 
how many times Wisner had brought Bond’s con- 
sistent old sprinter Small Change first past the 
eyes of the judges. Wisner recalled thirty-five 
occasions and the trainer counted thirty-eight. 
Unfortunately, the writer hasn‘t the records im- 
mediately available, but there is little doubt that 
Wisner’s performance on Small Change consti- 
tuted some sort of a record. Most of the vic- 
tories rung up on Small Change by Wisner (fa- 
miliarly known around the tracks as “Tangle- 
foot”) were registered on the minor circuit 
around Charlestown, Belair and Timonium, but 
it was no great surprise to the customers at 
Laurel or Havre de Grace or other mile ovals in 
Maryland to see Small Change’s number hung at 
the top of the mutuel board, for he was a shifty 
performer at abbreviated distances, with a touch 
of class. 

Wisner is probably holder of another record, 
strictly unofficial, since it was registered in the 
“bushes.” In 1935 he won thirteen consecutive 
races, sweeping the get-away day card at Read- 
ing, Pennsylvania, and then bringing home the 
first six winners of the meeting at Allentown.

Trainer Preston M. Burch’s dual threat of 
Deering Howe’s Donor and Brookmeade Stable’s 
Dinner Hour appeared a very solid wagering 


proposition in the Remsen Handicap. Donor was 
being asked to give away chunks of weight to his 
opponents, but he looked the class with five stakes 
to his credit, including the mile Champagne in 
his latest start. His stablemate Dinner Hour 
seemed quite capable in his own right, as he had 
just missed catching C. V. Whitney’s Phalanx six 
days earlier at Jamaica over the same distance 


of A. S. Hewitt. 


and Ardsley Handicaps at Jamaica. 


In the vane summer of 1944, the shies -winning mare Jacola and her colt foal by 
Pilate were exhibited at the Blue Ridge Horse Show, Millwood, Va., as the property 
Later on, C. V. Whitney bought a half-interest in the foal, which was 
named Phalanx. Last week Phalanx emerged as a stakes winner by taking the Remsen 
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as that for the Remsen. For the return engage- 
ment of Dinner Hour and Phalanx, there was a 
slight weight shift in favor of the former. 

The *Challenger II colt Nathaniel, easy winner 
of the Maryland Futurity in his latest outing, 
tried to take full advantage of his light impost of 
109 pounds, bounding into the lead at the break. 
Jockey Job Dean Jessop sent Donor right along 
after him, while Phalanx, which had won his 
previous start under the front-running tactics of 
Eddie Arcaro, was kept last for half a mile by 
Ruperto Donoso. Dinner Hour was away slowly 
and kept clear of contention the entire trip. 


On the strategic far turn a number of changes 
began to take place in the order of running. Na- 
thaniel showed signs of weakening, as Donor took 
over the lead, and Tavistock and Phalanx gained 
on Donor. Finding an opening on the turn, 
Donoso was able to edge Phalanx up closed for a 
bold bid in the final straight. As they rushed 
toward the finish in the short stretch, Phalanx 
overtook Tavistock and then caught Donor in the 
last fifty yards. Tavistock was still running, too, 
and he headed Donor in the closing strides to 
finish three-quarters of a length behind Phalanx. 
The time for the race duplicated that made by 
Phalanx in winning his prior start at Jamaica. 


Four days later (in the meantime Jamaica had - 
become host to the visiting Empire City Racing 
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Association) Phalanx again revealed his prowess 
at distances exceeding a mile as he trounced some 
of his Remsen opponents in the Ardsley Handi- 
cap, at a mile and 70 yards. Absent from the 
field was the formidable Donor, but the Maryland- 
bred Nathaniel was back to set the early pace. 
He was in front for almost a mile, and except for 
swerving in the final furlong, might have been 
closer than third, three lengths behind Phalanx 
and one length behind the runner-up Brabancon, 
which had been third most of the way. 


With Tommy Luther guiding him in the Ards- 
ley, Phalanx ran somewhat similarly to his Rem- 
sen effort by remaining far back until the turn, 
where he began circling the field, was second com- 
ing into the stretch, and overtook Nathaniel in 
the final eighth. He was under only slight urging.

With his stablemate Khyber Pass (*Mahmoud- 
Transit), which had briefly forced the early pace 
and wound up fourth, the winner was the 9-to-10 
choice. The Reaping Reward colt World Trade,

previous outing, was made second choice but drop- 
ped out of contention after being in close quarters 
on the first turn. 

Phalanx, foaled March 5, 1944, at A. S. Hew- 
itt’s Montana Hall stud, White Post, Va., is owned 
jointly by his breeder and C. V. Whitney, to 
whom Mr. Hewitt sold a half-interest when the 
colt was a yearling. The Remsen was his first 
stakes victory, but he was already eligible to be 
counted among the more prominent candidates 
for classic honors in 1947, owing to his way of 
running on steadily at the finish of his races. To 
date in 14 starts he has won five races, finished 
second once (behind Donor in the Champagne 
Stakes), and third three times (including the 
East View Stakes), and has earned $57,110. 

The success of Phalanx is in keeping with the 
expectation of A. S. Hewitt, who has become 
known as the most thorough student of pedigree 
probabilities among American breeders. Hewitt 
reckons the racing class of a mare the most im- 
portant index to her probable breeding worth, 
and frequently scolds the editor of THE BLoop- 
Horse for upholding the same view. (“Wait till 
I get the ones I want,” he says.) The highest- 
class mare he owns is Jacola, leading filly of her 
year, which he bought from Edward Friendly 
shortly after she had broken down in her last 
start, in the Newcastle Handicap at Delaware 
Park June 10, 1939. 

Jacola’s first foal, in 1941, was the *Belfonds 
filly Jaconda, winner of two races. The previous 
summer Mr. Hewitt had offered a prize for the 
best letter suggesting the most suitable mate for

As the weights for the Homebred Stakes 
were to be assigned that day, the colt wound up 
the highweight of the field, with 123 pounds, but 
he theoretically was ranked below the stakes-win- 
ning filly Hemet Squaw, whose 122 placed her at 
the top when her three-pound sex allowance is 
considered. On Trust and his stablemate Harbor 
Supply were made the 7-to-5 favorite, Hemet 
Squaw the 2-to-1 second choice. 

After the colt Forbidden C. had shaken off 
those who attempted to stay with his fast early 
pace of :22%5 for the quarter, :45%5 for the half, 
On Trust got clear of interference on the turn 
and passed the pacemaker in the final furlong to 
win by more than three lengths.

Without attracting much attention earlier this 
season, the 5-year-old gelding Megogo had quietly 
earned purse monies which placed him in the 
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select circle of $100,000 winners before his tri- 
umph in the Grayson Stakes. For his breeder, 
Hal Price Headley, who had won the Grayson 
last year with the steady mare Letmenow (also 
by the Headley stallion Menow), Megogo became 
the fourth $100,000 winner to be bred by the 
master of Beaumont Farm, the others’ being 
Menow, his daughter Askmenow, and Hollyrood. 
(Mr. Headley is knocking at the door with his 
3-year-old colt Pellicle and his 3-year-old filly 
Athenia, each just a bit short of $100,000 totals. 

In the spring of 1944 Mr. Headley sold Megogo, 
then a 3-year-old, to the Christiana Stable, owned 
by Mr. and Mrs. Harry Lunger of Wilmington, 
Del. That fall at Laurel Park the gelding scored 
his first stakes win in the Potomac Handicap, at 
114g miles, and later in the meeting he won the 
14-mile Washington Handicap before climaxing 
his efforts for the season by a triumph in the 
Pimlico Cup Handicap, at 2% miles, over the 
noted stayers Bolingbroke and Stymie. 

Megogo’s best recent race had been his latest 
start, when he finished a length behind Seven 
Hearts in the Washington Handicap at Laurel 
Park. He was not supported, however, in the 
betting so well as Pot 0’ Luck, which became near- 
ly an even-money choice. The extreme outsider 
in the betting was a 5-year-old English-bred son 
of *Mahmoud, named Treasury, which is owned 
by the Rokeby Stable. He had never started at 
an American track but proved to be the horse 
Megogo had to beat, and the horse which did beat 
Pot o’ Luck for place money. 
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A penalty of six pounds, because he had won a 
purse of $6,000 (the Tropical Handicap at Trop- 
ical Park early this year) made the gelding 
Statesman the highweight of the field. He set 
the pace for six furlongs before being headed by 
the Argentine-bred *Hachazo, which in turn en- 
joyed the lead for about three-eighths before be- 
ing passed by Megogo as they curved for home. 
The gray Treasury, which had been close to the 
pace all the way, outlasted Pot o’ Luck in the 
stretch drive by a neck while finishing 2% lengths 
behind Megogo, an easy winner. Statesman fin- 
ished fourth. Pot o’ Luck was closer up than he 
usually is in the early stages but failed to reveal 
much zip in the closing run.

Two precocious colts, whose careers had begun 
at Hialeah Park’s winter meeting and veered 
apart with the coming of spring racing in the 
North, opposed one another for the first time in 
the revival of Churchill Downs’ Jockey Club 
Stakes, which had been a dormant fixture since 
1938. 

In the meantime each colt had established valid 
claims to leadership in the sector of his greatest 
triumphs—Education in the Middle West, Double 
Jay in New England, and more recently in New 
Jersey. Education went into and came out of the 
stakes the leading money-winning juvenile of the 
season ($164,473), a distinction he is likely to re- 
tain. 

Despite the popular and incorrect theory that 
2-year-olds raced in Florida are usually knocked 
out by mid-summer, Education and Double Jay 
had seemed to improve in the late summer, and 
each had turned in his best performances after 
the first of September. 

Education’s smart triumph in the Breeders’ Fu- 
turity at Keeneland, plus the fact that his record 
was more familiar to Kentucky horse play- 
ers, probably combined to make him the 4-to-5 
favorite for the stakes, while the bulk of the re- 
maining support was placed on Double Jay, so 
that he was about 5 to 2. Patmiboy, the third 
choice, was 11 to 1. In their pre-race trials at 
Churchill Downs, however, Double Jay had out- 
worked Education. 

Johnny Gilbert, who two days previously had 
won the Grayson Stakes at Pimlico with Megogo, 
put up another expert performance aboard Dou- 
ble Jay. Shortly after breaking from the gate 
in the long chute leading into the back stretch, 
Gilbert took advantage of Double Jay’s inside 
position by sending the colt to the front. He 
made sure the pace was fast enough to discour- 
age Education, but he was able to give his mount 
a brief respite on the turn. For the final drive 
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the Balladier colt had plenty left, which was indi- 
cated when Education made a game bid midway 
of the stretch which almost brought him on even 
terms with the pacemaker. It was then Double 
Jay which showed the most heart; at Gilbert’s 
bid he surged forward and drew clear by three 
lengths. Seven lengths behind Education came 
Patmiboy in safely for the show award. 

While the race was not quite so thrilling a spec- 
tacle as the memorable struggle between Twenty 
Grand and Equipoise in 1930, when an American 
record of 1:36 for 2-year-olds was established for 
the mile, it was the second fastest renewal of the 
popular fall event. The Ridgewood Stable’s own- 
ers, James Boines and James Tigani, business 
men. and racing fans of Wilmington, Del., had 
followed Double Jay and his trainer, W. L. 
(Duke) McCue, to Louisville. They celebrated 
his victory on the week-end as guests of the colt’s 
breeder, John W. Stanley, at his Springside Farm 
in Woodford County, Kentucky, very close to 
Keeneland, where Double Jay will winter, unless 
exceptionally cold weather drives him southward 
to Hot Springs, Ark., to be readied for the Ken- 
tucky Derby and other spring stakes. 

Double Jay’s Hialeah Park campaign had con- 
sisted of three starts, resulting in a second to 
Milkwagonjoe and a second to Eternal War be- 
fore being third to Tweet’s Boy in the first di- 
vision of the Hialeah Juvenile Stakes, the second 
division of which was won by Education. The son 
of Balladier—Broomshot has never finished worse 
than second since, and he has won his four latest 
starts. His triumphs include the Newport, James 
H. Connors Memorial, and Garden State Stakes, 
besides second money in the Narragansett Nurs- 
ery Stakes. Altogether he has started ten times, 
won six races, been second three times, third once, 
for total earnings of $77,550. For his pedigree 
and family notes, see THE BLoopD-HorRsE of Sep- 
tember 28, page 731. 

John W. Stanley, who got Broomshot by paying 
Edwin Janss, Jr., a profit of $100 after the latter 
had bought her out of the Lexington Fall Sales 
in the fall of 1943 for $700, is selling a full broth- 
er to Double Jay in the fall sales at Keeneland 
this year.

As Jimmy Smith was saddling Bridal Flower 
for the Special, Trainer Max Hirsch sidled over 
from the adjacent stall and smilingly asked: “Are 
you going to do your best?” 

“I haven’t asked her yet,” rejoined Smith, with 
a grin. 

In the same spirit the Bradley trainer could 
have asked Hirsch about Assault, but he didn't, 
so it remained for Jockey Eddie Arcaro to posé 
the query. This he did as the field rounded the

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stretch turn, and he got an unequivocal answer: 
the colt from the King Ranch swung to the rail, 
turned loose a burst of speed that left Stymie, the 
master speedster, entirely without rebuttal, and 
won going away by six lengths. 

From the standpoint of time it was the best 
race turned in by Assault, and seemed to be a 
pointed answer to the critics who had been insist- 
ing that the Triple Crown winner was at bottom 
a performer with a measure of class, undoubtedly, 
but no real speed. The Special wasn’t run in rec- 
ord time, but Assault turned the 1%46 miles in 
1:57, only three-fifths slower than the track rec- 
ord, and 4%5 seconds faster than his Preakness 
time under the same weight. 

The race also answered the question as to As- 
sault’s physical condition, though there had been 
a strong indication in the Gallant Fox Handicap 
of a week previous that he had recovered from 
a kidney upset that had distressed him in mid- 
summer. 

One of the added differences, besides his return 
to top form, was the presence of Arcaro in the 
saddle, though Assault beat Stymie and the others 
so impressively in the Special that perhaps horse- 
manship really was only a small factor. Yet the 
Kentucky-born rider rode flawlessly and there 
can be no doubt that he judged the race perfectly. 
Despite Warren Mehrtens’ string of successes 
with Assault this year, it was the opinion of 
many persons that upon occasion his judgment 
had been faulty, and maybe that feeling had led 
Hirsch to put Arcaro up in the Special. Besides 
Master Eddie’s acknowledged skill at drawing 
upon his mounts for their optimum efforts, he had 
shown in the Jockey Club Gold Cup, when he 
beat Stymie with Pavot, that he knew how to 
capitalize on an opponent’s weakness. 


This he had done by foreing Basil James on 
Stymie to either make the pace, which is distinct- 


ly to the disadvantage of the Jacobs horse, or to - 


lag behind a very slow leader, which also is a bad 
course for him. In the end James elected the 
first alternative, but with no luck—Pavot and 
Arearo beat him. 


In the Special there was no such option. Bridal 
Flower and Turbine moved off determinedly, 
cheerfully willing to let the Devil take the fore- 
most, if he could catch them. The pace was 
brisk, but not killing—:24%, :48%, 1:13%, 1:39 
—and it suited Stymie, which plodded along in 
the rear, with Assault and Arearo watchfully in 
front of him. On the far turn the field was 
bunched for the first time, as Stymie and Assault 
drew up to Bridal Flower and Turbine. Bridal 
Flower was through at this point, and so was 
Turbine, but Stymie had just begun to run. 

James, confident of his mount’s power, went 
around the outside, and Arcaro, daring and equal- 
ly as confident, cut to the rail. For an instant 
the two horses must have been running on equal 
terms, but it was only for the briefest of inter- 
vals. Arcaro and Assault, like a motorcycle cop 
and his souped-up steed, shot into the clear and 
the issue was resolved. There was, in fact, no 
issue at all—Assault, running as effortlessly as 
something powered with electricity, was gone in

a cloud of dust, or Pimlico’s sandy equivalent.

The victory added $25,000 to Assault’s record, 
running his earnings to $385,595 on the year. In 
23 starts over two seasons, he has won nine races, 
finished second four times, and third four times, 
earned $402,845 (more than $100,000 less than 
Stymie, a $1,500 claim from King Ranch). 

And he is a long way from being through, ac- 
cording to Robert J. Kleberg, Jr., president of the 
King Ranch, who believes the colt’s possibilities 
have yet to be plumbed. “Before we think of re- 
tiring him,” he said, “we want to give him a fair 
chance in the handicap division. You can’t get a 
line on a horse until he has an opportunity to 
show what he can do. Equipoise, you know, 
didn’t begin to show his true greatness until he 
was four.” 

After Assault’s retirement from racing, when- 
ever it comes, he may be placed at stud in Ken- 
tucky for a season or so before being moved to 
the King Ranch in Texas, Kleberg added. 

Assault is the fifth 3-year-old to win the non- 
stakes Special in its ten runnings, the fourth to 
win it since War Admiral’s victory in 1937, 
when it was exclusively for 3-year-olds. He also 
is the second of the Equipoise male line to win 
the invitational event, Shut Out, a son of the 
noted Whitney stallion, having been victor in 
1943. Assault, by virtue of winning a division of 
the Wood Memorial, was the first of the Special 
starters to qualify for an invitation in the race. 
Armed, actually the earliest qualifier, through a 
victory in the Widener Handicap, has been taken 
out of training for the time being.

In 1945 Buzfuz won the Scarsdale Handicap 
under 116 pounds and ran the mile and 70 yards 
in 1:4144, just a second over Johnstown’s track 
record. For the twenty-seventh running he was 
made the 5-to-2 favorite with his stablemate Lets 
Dance, a consistent gelding by *Chrysler II which 
was getting in with the light weight of 108 pounds 
(including a pound of overweight). Buzfuz had 
picked up a pound over his 1945 assignment for 
the handicap. 

Polynesian, the highweight of the field at 126 
pounds, had been relegated to third choice, while 
Coincidence, the next-highest weight at 118 
pounds, was the second choice, and gray First 
Fiddle fourth. 

Albert Snider, who had just missed winning 
the rich Trenton Handicap the previous week-end 
with Polynesian (beaten a neck by Turbine), put 
up a very heady ride on the son of Unbreakable 
by discouraging his pacemaking proclivities. In- 
stead, he kept the colt in the middle of the field 
until they were in the back stretch, where he 
moved up on Speeding Home and Buzfuz, which 
had been running one-two since the break. Jockey 
Tommy Luther was likewise anxious to save Buz- 
fuz for a closing bid, and neither rider seriously 
challenged Speeding Home’s lead until the final 
straight, where the pacemaker dropped clear out 
of it to finish last. The lead taken over by Buz- 
fuz was of brief duration, as Polynesian and 
First Fiddle passed him in a driving finish which 
found them 1% lengths apart. First Fiddle beat 
Buzfuz a length for place money, and another 
length back of the latter came Lets Dance. 

Polynesian’s final time was four-fifths of a sec- 
ond faster than that registered by the 2-year-old 
colt Phalanx in winning the Ardsley Handicap, 
the previous race on the program (reported else- 
Where in this issue). It was his first stakes tri- 
umph of the season at a distance exceeding six 
furlongs. He had come to be rated the top 
sprinter in the country by his victories in the 


7, *Royal Minstrel—Rueful (Mrs. Edward Mul- 
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Toboggan, Roseben, Rumson, and Pageant (equal- 
ed North American record of 1:09% for six fur- 
longs) Handicaps, but his ability to carry his 
speed beyond a mile in top company this season 
had not been proven. In fact, John B. Campbell, 
racing secretary and handicapper for the New 
York tracks, recently remarked that he consid- 
ered Polynesian the best sprinter in the country 
“if kept at sprinting.” 

The colt, though, had been tried at longer dis- 
tances frequently during the late summer and 
early fall. He was second to Lucky Draw in both 
the 1346-mile Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicap 
and the 1%4-mile Saratoga Handicap, each of 
which resulted in new track records. The Tren- 
ton Handicap on the previous Saturday was at 
1% miles. (Last year Polynesian scored in the 
Preakness Stakes, at 1546 miles, and the 1-mile 
Withers.) Also this season he has been third in 
the Fleetwing, Bay Shore, Vosburgh, and Wash- 
ington Handicaps. 

In 43 starts, he has won 17 races, finished sec- 
ond eight times, and third nine times, earned 
$209,965, which places him forty-second on the 
list of American money winners through racing 
of November 2.

by the 3-year-old Iridio, a son of Master Vere— 
Irascible, by Re-echo, beating, under 110 pounds, 
the older Ready (125) by three lengths in 1:36%. 

On October 13, at Palermo, the Clasico Pert, 
at 1,600 meters (a weight-for-age race for 3- 
year-olds and up, and one of the series of inter- 
esting mile “clasicos’” of the Argentine calendar, 
attracted only two starters, both 4-year-olds, and 
both sons of British Empire and also rivals in 
mile races. They are Estuardo and Emperor. 
The former, fancied as the winner, turned up the 
winner; he took the lead at the start, under J. 
Zuniga’s expert riding, increased his advantage 
to three lengths, and finished the race several 
lengths over Emperor, whose rider was I. Legui- 
samo. The winner, a son of British Empire out 
of Pipe Dream, by Hotweed, appears now to be 
the champion miler of Argentina and is a very 
classy horse. It is a pity he is unsound of wind, 
which prevents him from competing against the 
top stayers over a route. 


New Staying Star 


N October 13, at Gavea, Rio de Janeiro, was 
presented the Grande Premio Derby Club, 
over 3,800 meters (about 2% miles), for 4-year- 
olds and up, with a field of five, all but one previ- 
ously a stakes winner of long races. The favor- 
ite was Goyo, winner this year of our Two Thou- 
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sand Guineas, St. Leger (about 1% miles), and 
the Grande Premio Guanabara (about 1% miles). 
Others were Typhoon, a proved stayer, second to 
Goyo in the Guanabara; Eldorado, winner of last 
year’s renewal of the Derby Club and another 
proven top stayer; and Fumo, a great mud run- 
ner, winner of 1945 Grande Premio Sao Paulo 
(about 2 miles), but now unsound. The other 
starter, a non-stakes winner, was El Morocco, 
with a staying pedigree and fresh from two very 
good wins in handicaps, but never a contender in 
top staying races. 

El Morocco took the lead at the start and made 
a rather fast pace in the first five furlongs, after 
which his rider, F. Irigoyen, gave him a rest. 
Fumo, then second, gained on him, while the oth- 
ers were running easily. The field thus passed 
the finish post for the first time, as Fumo chal- 
lenged the leader. After another five furlongs, 
the leader again increased his pace. While Fumo 
began to falter, Typhoon moved up to second 
place and Eldorado and Goyo were third. In the 
great turn, Goyo moved to second place and they 
entered the stretch with El Morocco still leading 
by two lengths. Goyo challenged strongly, cut 
El Morocco’s lead to three-quarters of a length 
three furlongs from home, but the leader’s jockey 
went to the whip, and El Morocco, in a game re- 
action, regained his advantage and won by two 
lengths from Goyo. Typhoon was third, Fumo 
fourth, and last year’s winner, Eldorado, last.

The winner, a fine individual; by Tintoretto out 
of Carioca, by Schahriar, is owned by Gervasio 
Seabra and his trainer is G. Feijo. El Morocco 
has been a good winner since his juvenile days, 
Sometimes he won as a very classy horse, but 
then was beaten decisively by horses of less class, 
Only this year, as a 5-year-old, he improved 
soundly over his previous form, and ran one good 
race after another. His two previous races, both 
in good handicaps, he won easily and thus came 
as a strong contender for the Derby Club. His 
liking for the mud and his stamina resulted in a 
grand performance. In fact, El Morocco is nat- 
urally a stayer, being by Tintoretto (sire of sev- 
eral top stakes-winners over long routes, includ- 
ing Eldorado, winner of the 1945 Derby Club, 
Estouvado, etc.) out of the great stakes winner 
Carioca, herself a stayer, daughter of Schahriar, 
top broodmare sire in Uruguay. 

Another good race in the same day at Gavea 
was the Premio Alfredo Novis, at 1,400 meters 
(about seven furlongs) for 3-year-olds, won by 
the promising colt Havano, a son of Santarem 
out of Annabel, by The Mac Nab, owned by B. 
Braga. Havano promises much as a sprinter and 
maybe as a miler. 


General Items 


T was announced last week the establishment 

of a new racing association in Brazil, the Pe- 
tropolis Jockey Club, in the popular summer re- 
sort of Petropolis, in the mountains, only an hour 
and a half from Rio. The Petropolis Jockey Club 
elected its first board of directors, all of them 
prominent members of the Brazilian Jockey Club, 
some of them directors of our main Turf asso- 
ciation. The new club intends to build a beauti- 
ful race course in Petropolis for summer meet- 
ings. 

The latest Argentine statistics on the leading 
sires credit Full Sail with 426,950 pesos; British 
Empire, 349,500; Fox Cub, 281,450; Rustom 
Pasha, 217,550; Barranquero, 215,175; Meadow, 
188,550; Badruddin, 175,400; Master Vere, 158,- 
900; Baber Shah, 150,100; Ipe, 136,890; Hunter’s 
Moon, 132,750; and Congreve, 129,240. 

Seductor is the leading race horse in monies 
won, with 176,400 pesos, and Half Crown is sec- 
ond, with 92,000 pesos. The leading stable is the 
Upper Cut Stable, with 269,200 pesos, followed 
by the Brazilian owner, J. Buarque de Macedo, 
with 235,150 pesos. Recently Mr. Buarque de 
Macedo told the writer that he intends to send a 
string of horses to race in North America, prob- 
ably next year. Besides Seductor, the stable owns 
Garbosa II, one of the best fillies in South Amer- 
ica this year, and Emperor, a stakes-winner in 
Argentina. 

The Brazilian sales at Gavea will begin the 
middle of November. A total of 211 yearlings are 
entered, including representatives of the first 
crop of King Salmon and other new stallions.

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Ways Control 
Horse Fires 


Thoroughbred Club Hears Expert 


HE prevention of fires in horse barns on 

the farm and at the race track—a_ topic 
of interest to all breeders and owners—drew 
a large gathering of members and their guests 
at the luncheon meeting of the Thoroughbred 
Club of America, held on November 1 at the La- 
fayette Hotel in Lexington. The chief speaker, 
introduced by Charles A. Kenney, president of 
the club, was Calvin G. Lauber, an engineer rep- 
resenting the National Board of Fire Underwrit- 
ers in New York. Mr. Lauber had come to cen- 
tral Kentucky under the auspices of Arnold 
Hanger to make a study of fire prevention meth- 
ods at various Thoroughbred nurseries, and to 
offer suggestions for efficient ways to combat the 
dreaded menace. 

In his address before the club, which was the 
culmination of his inspection tour, Mr. Lauber 
stressed the importance of breeders, owners, and 
race-track operators analyzing their own partic- 
ular fire problems before deciding on methods of 
control and types of equipment. In the typical

horse barn, for instance, Mr. Lauber indicated that 
he did not think the so-called “chemical” sprayers 
nearly so effective as a high-pressure system us- 
ing plain water to extinguish the fires. He pointed 
out, though, that it was important that the water- 
pressure systems be treated with anti-freeze solu- 
tions. 

The speaker frequently impressed on his lis- 
teners that he was representing no commercial 
organization making rates, nor was he plugging 
any special type of fire-fighting equipment. He 
admitted, however, that he believed the installa- 
tion of water-sprinkler systems throughout barns 
was the soundest method of fire control. The 
cost of such an installation might be feasible at 
a race track but prohibitive on a farm with barns 
scattered over a wide area, he admitted. 


A Fire-Detection Device 


F the many types of fire-detection systems on 
the market, Mr. Lauber seemed to think the 
“rate-of-rise’”’ method the best for horse barns 
where quick flash fires are the most likely type 
to occur. Under this system, there are placed— 
at strategic spots in the barn—sealed tubes which 
are highly sensitive to slight increases in tempera- 
ture, even in cold weather. As the temperature 
rises with the outbreak of a fire, the diaphragm 
of the tube expands, setting off a horn, whistle, 
bell or whatever type of sound-signal is desired. 
It is important that barns contain a great num- 
ber of exits and no dead ends, Mr. Lauber

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pointed out. He also approved of lightning- 
rods, if properly installed, and recommended that 
they be passed on by an expert inspector. He in- 
dicated that he did not believe chemical “bombs,” 
or bottles, containing fire-deadening liquids to be 
adequate protection against fires in barns where 
open air-spaces would lower their effectiveness. 
In concluding his remarks, the speaker, who for 
a number of years was fire marshal for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, admitted his trip to Kentucky 
was essentially exploratory in nature, and ap- 
pealed to the members of the club to awaken in- 
terest among all groups in racing in joining in 
concerted action against the fire dangers facing 
Thoroughbreds. Only by a union of efforts on the 
part of race track operators, owners, breeders, 
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and stable help could the Turf begin to lessen the 
terrible losses of horseflesh by fire, Mr. Lauber 
declared. 


The Need of Organization 


HE following paragraphs contain the summary 

of Mr. Lauber’s address: 

“Prevention methods, to be effective, must be 
directed at specific factors which contribute to 
fires in the particular industry, or business, under 
operating conditions that exist locally. The kind 
and arrangement of structures, the hazards both 
physical and those subject to management, must 
be duly considered and the efficiency of recog-

nized safeguards applied to the particular prob- 
lem. A too general approach to the over-all prob- 
lem will do but little good. 

“It is common for many people who have not 
had actual field experience in fire prevention to 
attribute most fires to carelessness. Also to 
many persons, fire prevention means only a con- 
stant vigilance in carefulness. While careless- 
ness is a factor in permitting fires to start, yet in 
connection with many of our routine practices, to 
say that fires and the resulting heavy loss in lives 
and property are due to carelessness, is entirely 
too casual an answer to the problem. It has been 
one of the chief causes for building up an impres- 
sion that nothing can be done, when as a matter 
of fact, most losses on the farm or in the stables, 
as elsewhere, can be prevented by providing prop- 
er constructive, and fire protective, devices and 
safeguards of suitable type and merit. 

“A famous American saying goes, ‘Everybody 
talks about the weather, but nobody does anything 
about it.’ 

“For one reason or another, this situation ex- 
ists generally in the racing industry in regard to 
fire prevention. Many individuals in racing know 
the hazards and see the need for improvements, 
but organization, strength and backing by the 
industry as a whole is needed. 

“The need is apparent for a representative, or- 
ganized group—familiar with all the angles of 
the problem—to develop a plan that will inspire 
the industry with its common sense. 

“Such a scheme will bear fruit, I am certain, 
and it will help to carry forward the humani- 
tarian and economic movement for fire preven- 
tion.”

Madala Named Safety Director 


The managements of Pimlico, Hialeah Park, 
and Garden State Park announced jointly this 
week the appointment of John L. Madala as di- 
rector of safety for the three tracks. Madala, 
who had served with the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation from 1930 until last January, when he 
joined the Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau, assumed his new post with the opening 
of the Pimlico meeting on October 31.

Djebel Succeeds Pharis 


OR a long time Marcel Boussac led the list of 

winning owners; constant amelioration of his 
racing stable together with the disappearance of 
other great stables permitted him not only to 
maintain himself as a leader, but also to crush his 
rivals. 

He had the good luck the year after Pharis 
finished racing to produce another top horse, 
Djebel, by Tourbillon out of Loika. Djebel won 
his first four races and placed second in three 
when the first World War broke out. He was 
then in England, winning by two lengths the 
great Middle Park Stakes. At three years, after 
having won the Prix Lagrange, he ran away from 
his English adversaries in the 2,000 Guineas, but 
the invasion prevented him from disputing the 
Derby, which he would no doubt have won. 

The track of Auteuil did not suit him, and after 
having won the Poule d’Essai he only placed third 
in the Prix de Chantilly (replacement for the 
Prix du Jockey-Club). 

At four years, after three easy successes, he 
had three unfortunate races against Maurepas 
and Le Pacha, to whom we think him to be su- 
perior; this proved at all events to be the case 
with Le Pacha, when the following year, Djebel, 
with seven wins out of seven starts, beat him 
twice—once in the Grand Prix Saint-Cloud in a 
truly thrilling finish. 

Djebel also won that year the Prix des Sablons 
and the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe, and left the 
Turf having won 4,218,968 franes. His first pro- 
duce race this year. 

Jock (by Astérus out of Naic) who only ran at 
four years, was also an excellent horse, winning 
especially the Grand Prix de Deauville. He was 
saved by his owner for the stud, while Horatius 
(by Astérus out of Diamond Star), winning the 
Prix du Conseil Municipal, became a stallion in 
another stable, and Olmedo, a son of Tourbillon 
whose career had been successful, was offered by 
Mr. Boussae to the National Stud. 

Fresnay did not oppose another champion to 
Le Pacha in 1941, but the produce of Abjer 
seemed to be menacing for the great classics of 
1942, Alas! Nosca (by Capella), winner of three 
traces at two years, among which was the Grand 
Criterium, did nothing at three years. Hierocles, 
one of the most beautiful horses that we have ever 
known, brother to the dam of Djebel, was rated as 
a top horse but was only a miler. He was sent 
to the stud by his owner at the end of his fourth 
year, having won 1,115,590 francs. 

Tifinar (by Deasy) succeeded in taking second 
Place in the Grand Prix de Paris and had his re- 
venge in the Prix Royal Oak, which he won. His 
victories in the Prix d’Harcourt and the Prix 
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Final Installment 


This is the last installment of an article 
on Marcel Boussac’s breeding and racing ac- 
tivities in France during the last quarter- 
century or so. It was translated from Mon- 
arque’s article in La Revue Hippique, leading 
French breeding magazine, by Betsy Worth

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Chantilly were accompanied by many defeats at 
four and five years. However, his quality caused 
him to be chosen for the stud of Mr. Champion 
at Chémoitou. 

An offspring of Thor, Erromango (by Mahat- 
ma) had excited happy hopes after his victory in 
the Prix Juigne, but he did not justify them and 
Boussae sold him; he had a good career in the 
South, proving himself the best son of his sire. 


Esmeralda and Marsyas 


LTOGETHER, the best produce of this medi- 

ocre generation was born at Fresnay. The 
splendid mare Esmeralda, by Tourbillon out of 
Sanaa, was without doubt the best mare who had 
run in France since Corrida. She did not always 
win, but she was certainly of the very highest 
class and from two to five years won 2,713,540 
franes. At two years she had three races and 
three easy victories (Prix Morny, Prix La Ro- 
chette, and Prix La Foret). At three years, after 
her victories in the Prix Pénélope and the Poule 
d’Essai, she began a dismal series. Shut out in 
the Prix de Diane, she broke very slowly and fin- 
ished second, then running the Grand Prix under 
the handicap of her sex, she did not figure and 
left there the best of her heart. She was beaten 
twice in the autumn. 

At four years, she did nothing until the sum- 
mer, when she lost by a little the Grand Prix de 
Deauville, bent before the top horse Verso II in 
the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe and won the Grand 
Prix de Marseille. At five years, without winning, 
she took some very good places: second in the 
Grand Prix de Saint-Cloud after having led the 
way for Marsyas, second to Verso II in the Grand 
Prix de Deauville, fourth in the Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe after having set the pace for Ardan, 
second finally to her companion, Caravelle, in the 
Prix de la Foret. 

Pensbury and the grand Verso II were in 1943 
the adversaries for the excellent Marsyas (by 
Trimdon out of Astronomié), who contented him- 
self with his victories in the Prix Berteux and 
Prix Edgard Gillois and the following year 
showed himself not only as an exceptional stayer 
but also as the best 4-year-old. It is unnecessary 
to refer to his victories in the Prix Jean Prat, 
Prix Cadran, Prix Nabob, Prix Kergolay, and 
Prix Gladiateur. For the third time he won the 
Prix du Cadran, breaking a precedent of a cen- 
tury (Nautilus, 1839-40-42) and he also won the

“This mare [Peggy] was one of the most famous producers 
in post-Revolutionary America. Before the Civil War her stock 
was sought and cherished by breeders. Only a thin thread of 
her blood survived the devastations of war.”

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White Rose Stakes, the Alexandra Stakes and the 
Goodwood Cup in England. 

His contemporary Micipsa (by Tourbillon out 
of Thaouka) only found his class at five years. 
Caravelle (by Abjer and Albarelle), the most 
beautiful mare that can be dreamed of, won 4,- 
431,020 franes and was the favorite of the stable. 
At two she won four victories, among them the 
Grand Critérium, and placed second in six starts. 
In the course of her third year she showed her- 
self to be of the highest class, winning the Prix 
Chloé, the Poule d’Essai, and the Prix de Diane. 
In the summer she was beaten by some proven 
flyers, Fanatique and Dogat, then by Folle Nuit, 
and won in a gallop the Prix de Flore and la 
Foret. She was more capricious at four years, 
but she won nonetheless the Prix Daphnis and 
Chloé, Calvados and la Foret. 

The get of Pharis came to the fore at the end 
of 1943: The remarkable Palencia out of Hestia, 
who “left at the post” Dogat, Fanatique, and 
Placide II in the Biennal de Maisons-Laffitte, and 
beat Ardan by six lengths, appears to us as a 
champion of great class. Alas, she cracked a 
pastern three days before the Prix de Diane, af- 
ter having won the Poule d’Essai des Pouliches. 

Priam, out of Djezima, won the Grand Cri- 
térium at two, was ill at three, and finally, after 
very nearly being victor on several occasions, 
beat the best horse of England at four when he 
won the Hardwicke Stakes at Ascot. Ardan, out 
of Adargatis, is a top horse with some eight mil- 
lion frances winnings, winner of all the great 
races of our country, who is certainly not through 
astonishing us. 

Mistral looked like a terrible threat the last 
year at the beginning of the season, but the good 
little Coaraze, by Tourbillon out of Corrida, found 
himself in time to beat him and won the Prix du 
Jockey Club for the seventh time for the stable. 
Caracalla, by Tourbillon and Astronomié, un- 
beaten champion, won the Grand Prix de Paris 
and the Prix Royal Oak, affirming his high class 
as a stayer in the Ascot Gold Cup. Nirgal, by 
Goya out of Castillane, won the 2-year-old Triple 
Crown, the Prix Robert Papin, Prix Morny and 
Grand Critérium, and showed himself as a crack 
horse. A lack of soundness prevented him from 
returning again and kept him perhaps from the 
glorious trophy of the Epsom Derby, but we re- 
gard his future with confidence. 

Finally notice that it is a product of Fresnay, 
Dryas, by Tourbillon out of Gracilité, belonging 
to Mr. Duggan, who this year won the Grand 


Steeple Chase de Printemps and the Prix des 
Drags.

Among them are Carissima and her daughier, 
Libération (by *Bahram), Sanaa and her daugh- 
ter Geranium (by *Mahmoud), Argolide, and 
Salamine. Seven foals, all colts, by Umidwar 
(3), Winterhalter (2), Nasrulah (2)—and five 
horses in training, Train Bleu (Blue Peter— 
Carissima), Narses, Nedjed (Umidwar—Fir- 
anek), Harrar (Umidwar—Salamine), and Pret- 
ty Lady (Umidwar—La Moqueuse) also have 
been returned. 

But all the exports did not return, and on the 
contrary have enlarged the renown of Fresnay- 
le-Buffard abroad. We have already said that 
Caprifolia (Astérus out of Carissima) has been 
an excellent mare in England; *La Troienne has 
in the U. S. produced the crack Black Helen, Bim- 
elech, and Busher; *Sun Briar was a great stal- 
lion in the U. S., having been bred in partnership 
by Mr. Boussac; Chesham is the head of the South 
African stud; Ahriman and Hylas have disting- 
uished themselves in Belgium. 

These are the satisfactions which, more than 
his grand victories in France, ought to mitigate 
in the heart of the owner of the Fresnay stable 
the sad end of Goyescas, the tragic death of Ab- 
jer, the disappearance of Pharis, the theft of 
Corrida, and the accident of Palencia.
